Navy Promotion Bill 

While he hoped to get the Navy tem 
porary promotion bill passed by the 
House late Friday afternoon, following 
passage of the Army appropriation bill, 
Chairman Vinson of the House Naval 
Committee said yesterday that if that 
should fail he expected to get action on 
the promotion measure Monday. He ex 
pressed confidence that it would pass the 
House. 

An amendment to provide pay-of-grade 
for all temporary Navy and Marine Corps 
promotions is slated to be introduced by 
Representative Ed, V. Izac, Calif., when 
the bill reaches the floor. Mr. Izac re 
ports that he expects adoption of his 
amendment unless opposition develops 
from members of the House Military Af 
fairs Committee who are now opposing 
the pending Army pay-of-grade bill. 

Representative Melvin J. Maas, Minn. 
also is favoring the pay amendment but 
reiterated the fear this week that intro 
duction of the amendment in the face of 
open hostility might be fatal to the bill. 
Mr. Maas said he intends to support the 
amendment unless it is apparent from the 
tenor of debate that it will jeopardize the 
entire measure, in which he will favor its 
elimination in order to save the bill. 





Abolition of Army Branches 

A study is underway in the War De 
partment General Staff looking toward 
the abolition of arms and services as 
branches of the Army with a view to more 
closely unifying thought and objectives.

Coast Guardsmen Under Navy 

By Executive Order the President on 8 
June directed that certain personnel of 
the Coast Guard operate as a part of the 
Navy subject to the orders of the Secre 
tary of the Navy in manning and oper 
ating naval vessels. Treasury Secretary 
Morgenthau said this week that over 8.- 
OOO Coast Guardsmen would be trans 
ferred to the Navy to man the 21 trans- 
ports just acauired. While serving on 
naval vessels the Coast Guard personnel 
will be subject to laws governing the 
Navy. Following is the text of the Execu 
tive Order: 


“Whereas section 1 of the act of 28 Jan. 
1915, 38 Stat. 800 (U. S. C., title 14, see, 1), 


provides: 

“*That there shall be established in Heu 
of the existing Revenue-Cutter Service and 
the Life-Saving Service, to be composed of 
those two existing organizations, with the 
existing offices and positions and the incum- 
bent officers and men of those two services, 
the Coast Guard, which shall constitute a 
part of the military forces of the United 
States and which shall operate under the 
Treasury Department in time of peace and 
operate as a part of the Navy, subject to the 
orders of the Secretary of the Navy, in time 
of war or when the President shall so direct.

The Globe-Democrat gays 
that Col. Jouett, “certainly knows what the American aircraft industry is doing ang 
‘an do, and he says that this year the country will turn out 18,000 military planes 
and next year about 30,000.” “Attention is now centered,” the Globe-Democrat ep 
tinues, “on a new program for the production of very large bombers that could be yer 
effective in protecting shipping. The government will build four plants, one of whig 
will be operated by the Ford Motor Company, to bring the output of these heavy Ships 
up to 500 a month, possibly late in 1942. But the public should realize when it hears 
this news, that heavy bombers as well as all other types of aircraft are even now ly 
ing produced at a rate which, in the opinion of Mr. Jouett and other observers, js 
close to the production obtained by Germany after seven years of intensive effort.” 

The Journal, of Milwaukee, Wis., commenting on the Army Air Corps says, “The 
Army Air Corps has long suffered at the hands of general staff officers who regarded 
it solely as an auxiliary of ground forces and incapable of any decisive action on its 
own. This obstacle to Air Corps efficiency was reduced last October by a series of 
promotions that saw Maj. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, then air corps chief, named to x 
the general staff and Delos C. Emmons, commander of the Air Corps fighting units 
raised to the rank of lieutenant general. For the first time in Army Air Corps history 
it now has a voice in the general staff and a field commander who is not outranked by 
field commanders of the United States’ four ground armies.’

by the Chief of Naval Operations and the 
Commandant of the Coast Guard, shall oper 
ate as a part of the Navy, subject to the or 
ders of the Secretary of the Navy; and such 
Coast Guard personnel while serving on such 
naval vessels shall be subject to the laws en 
acted for the government of the Navy.” 





No Decision on Nat. Guard 

Secretary of War Stimson stated this 
week that no decision has yet been 
reached concerning the retention of Na 
tional Guard units in Federal Service 
after their year of active duty. In the 
meantime, the report on the Army ap 
propriations bill revealed that present 
plans are based on their returning to 
their homes. 

Release of the testimony of General 
George C. Marshall, chief of staff, made 
before the Appropriations committee last 
month, showed that he expressed views 
on the subject as follows : 

“The situation as we see it is this: The 
decision does not have to be made until about 
3 months before the first units of the Na 
tional Guard have completed 12 months of 
service. That would be June. Until that time 
we are going on the assumption that the Na 
tional Guard will return to its home station 
at the end of 12 months. These estimates are 
on that basis. We have almost completed plans 
for the return of the National Guard at the 
end of its 12 months of service. The release 
of the National Guard requires adjustments, 
including the organization of certain addi 
tional units to replace them and the adapta 
tion of these organizations to the situation 
regarding selectees. We plan, for example, to 
take a certain number of selectees who at 
the time of formation of new units have 4 
months yet to serve as noncommissioned offi 
cers for the new units. 

“Members of the National Guard naturally 
want to get back to their business if there is 
not a crisis. They equally expect to remain 
in the service if the crisis continues. We have, 
as I have just stated, a plan for adapting 
ourselves to the circumstances of their return 
home. We are also working on plans to adapt 
ourselves to circumstances of their remain 
ing in active service beyond the period of 12

months. We have gone on the basis that ; 
decision would not have to be reached befor 
June and that final decision will depend o 
the world situation as it exists at that time 

“If the situation permits, and the Nations 
Guard returns to its home stations, we ar 
going to organize, out of the personnel that 
will be then available, 6 new triangular divi 
sions. Either 5 of these new divisions will ly 
motorized or 5 that we have already organ 
ized will be motorized, probably the latter, If 
the National Guard remains in the servic 
then in all probability we will motorize 5 
additional of the existing 9 triangular divi 
sions. Six of the present 9 will then be motor 
ized divisions, in contrast to the others whic 
will not have any troop carriers.” 





Uniforms in Washington 

Rumors that the wearing of uniforms 
would be made compulsory for officers 01 
duty in Washington were being discussed 
in virtually every Army and Navy office 
in the Capital this week. Despite lack of 
official confirmation, it is generally be 
lieved that such an order will be issued 
shortly—probably from the White House 

Asked about it at his press conference 
Secretary of War Stimson replied that 1 
such order has heen issued, but, of course

GERMAN ARMORED FORCE 


py MAJ. GEN. ADNA R. CHAFFEE, USA, 
commanding General of the Armored Force 


\LLOWING the World War, the Ger- 

man Army set up a section of their 
yarministry staff to study in detail the 
quses of successes and failures of their 
«mies during the past war, This section 
wt the staff functioned during the 14 
yars prior to the 1933 reorganization of 
the German Army and was continued as 
ageneral staff section of the new army. 

One of the principal problems studied 
iy this staff section was the use of and 
jefense against armored action. 

4 second important problem studied 
was the fact that Germany had been uni- 
formly successful in breaking her ene- 
nies’ front position, but had also never 
wen able to exploit the initial success. 

The solution to both of these problems 
was eventually found in the armored 
force of combined arms. 

During the period immediately prior 
tothe expansion of the German Army, se- 
ected officers were sent to the armies of 
the principal powers, the United States, 
England, France, and Russia, to get data 
and ideas as to the construction and em- 
ployment of armored vehicles. To the 
United States came Warlemout, Bech- 
toldsheim, and Von Schell, the latter now 
chief of motorization of the German 
State, 

The data procured by the above-men- 
tioned officers, together with that devel- 
oped by the staff section of the ministry, 
was used in the organization of the first 
armored units during 1934. 

Among the initial concepts with which 
the Germans began their armored divi- 
sional organization were the following: 

(a) The armored division must utilize the 
combined arms in combat. 

(b) Armored units must be used in suffi- 
cent mass to permit sustained driving power. 

() Armored vehicles must be simple and 
rugged of construction and design and must 
i sultable for mass production, 

id) The mobility of all elements of the 
armored division must be such as to main- 
tain a unity of action in all phases of open 
warfare, 

(e) One hundred per cent replacement of 
tanks and tank crews must be available dur- 
ing periods of active operations. 

During late 1933 and 1934 extensive 
experiments on extremely varied terrain 
ina large area known as Luneburger 
Heide in northern Prussia were conduct- 
ed. These tests were carried out in all 
lypes of weather. During these tests tac 
tical procedures were determined upon. 
The organization of the units was then 
hased on the tactical methods of their 
tmployment. Late in 1934 and 1935 the 
irmored types determined upon were put 
ite mass production and the organiza- 
tion of three armored divisions was be- 
gun. In the fall of 1935 the Germans gave 
ademonstration of the use of several ele- 
ments of the armored division. In 1936 
Yon Schell made the statement that the 
“German general staff was satisfied that 
they had developed an effective method 
of armored attack.” In 1936 the Ger 
Mathis officially stated that the war in 
Spain would be used as a laboratory in 
which to test their armored units.

Army Supply Bill 

The 1942 Army supply bill totaling $10,- 
009,655,187 was placed before the House 
of Representatives on Thursday by the 
House Appropriations Committee. The 
bill provides $9,826,509,492 in cash and 
$183,145,095 in contract authorizations, 
and includes $92,354,097 in extra pay for 
Army personnel in consequence of new 
rates established in the Selective Training 
and Service Act. Large as it is, the ap- 
propriation bill admittedly “will not span 
the entire fiscal year” the committee said, 
notwithstanding the fact that as reported 
the bill is $648,158,934 higher than Budget 
recommendations, 

A total of $1,208,000,000 is provided for 
pay of Army personnel which is intended 
to cover 107,210 officers, 1,079 warrant offi- 
cers and 1,570,323 enlisted men during 
the fiscal year 1942. The largest single 
item in the bill, however, is $2,650,000,000 
for additional airplanes. Of the total ap- 
propriation, $3,300,160,924 is for liquida- 
tion of contracts authorized during the 
preceding year so that the actual amount 
available for new obligations is $6,709,- 
494,263. 

Extremely broad powers are granted in 
the bill to the Chief of Staff, General 
George C, Marshall, of whom the com- 
mittee said “he has won for himself uni- 
versal admiration and respect. He has 
demonstrated extraordinary qualities of 
leadership and it is generally conceded 
that he is doing a magnificent job.” Not 
only is he given a contingent fund of $25,- 
000,000 but he also is authorized “to direct 
the placement of orders during the ensu- 
ing fiscal vear for the equipment for such 
additional Armored Force divisions and/- 
or other units of such Armored Force as 
may be warranted, in his judgment, by 
the state of world affairs.” 

Gratification is expressed in the report 
with the advancement of the National De 
fense program and it declares that “the 
Congress and the country have grounds 
for feeling quite pleased with the progress 
that has been made and is being made in 
the production of military supplies and 
equipment and the steadily climbing out- 
put thereof, and in the personnel training 
program.” 

In addition to commending General 
Marshall, the report also praises the “illu- 
minating presentations” made by Under 
Secretary of War Robert IP. Patterson; 
Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of 
Ordnance; Maj. Gen, A. R. Chaffee, Chief 
of the Armored Force, and Brig. Gen. D. 
H. Connolly, Administrator of Civil Aero- 
nautics. 

“For what has been accomplished,” the 
report says, “the committee feels that the 
thanks of the Congress deserve to be ex- 
tended to all of those who have devoted to 
the point of exhaustion their time and 
their talents and their energies in bring 
ing it about, from the head of the De- 
partment and the most capable Chief of 
Staff down to the lowest subordinate, 
military and civil, in Washington and in 
the field, and to our peerless industrial 
ists and those of their work forces who 
have responded magnificently to the Na- 
tion’s call.” 

Major sections of the bill described in 
the lengthy committee report include the 
following: 





Military Personnel 

Substantial appropriations are provided 
for military personnel concerning which 
the report says in part: 

“The Budget and bill are predicated upon 
the assumption that the National Guard will 
be demobilized as and when increments com 
plete their year of Federal service. If this 
course be followed, the first increment of the 
National Guard would be demobilized on 
15 Sept. 1941. It is understood that further 
legislation would be necessary to continue the 
National Guard in a Federal status (32 U, 8. 
C. 81), except officers, whose continued active 
duty service would be subject to appropria 
tions provided for the specific purpose (32 
U. 8. C. Sle). 

“While it is the present plan or the plan 
contemplated by the Budget to maintain an 
average enlisted strength, excluding Philip- 
pine Scouts, during the fiscal year 1942 of 
1,413,916, the composition of that number is 
controlled by certain indefinite factors. The 
ceiling for selective service men is 900,000. The 
minimum number during 1942, General Mar- 
shall has stated, will be 655,000. The difference 
between that number and 1,413,916, namely, 
758,916, will be made up of Regulars, a rela-

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Warrant Officer Legislation 

Early action on the bill H. R. 4851 
creating the grade of Chief Warrant Of 
ficer in the Army is expected, members 
of the House Military Affairs Committee 
which has reported favorably on the bill, 
indicated this week. The bill, which is a 
substitute for an earlier measure, H. R. 
2281, differs slightly from a similar meas- 
ure, S. 162, which was passed by the 
Senate on 10 March. 

The committee report includes the fol- 
lowing analysis of the proposed legisla- 
tion: 

“The bill provides for two grades of war- 
rant officers in the Army of the United States 

chief warrant officer and warrant oificer 
(junior grade) 

“The bill fixes the base pay of chief war- 
rant officer at $175 per month, plus the month- 
ly allowances of the second pay period ($40 
rental, plus $18 subsistence, without depen- 
dents; $60 rental, plus $36 subsistence, with 
dependents). 

“The base pay of warrant officer (junior 
grade) remains the same as provided by ex- 
isting law for the present warrant-officer 
grade; that is, $148 a month, plus the month- 
ly allowances of the first pay period ($40 
rental, plus $18 subsistence), 

“The present limitation of 600 upon the 
total number of permanent warrant officers 
in the Regular Army is removed. The num- 
ber is to be prescribed by the President, 
presumably after budgetary considerations, 
but in no event shall exceed 1 percent of the 
enlisted strength of the Regular Army, as 
authorized by law. 

“In time of war or during the period of a 
national emergency the Secretary of War is 
authorized to make temporary appointments 
in the grades of chief warrant officer and war- 
rant officer (junior grade). These appoint- 
ments shall be in the Army of the United 
States and shall not exceed a number equal 
to one-half of 1 percent of the enlisted 
strength of the Army of the United States in 
active military service, This provifion of the 
measure is designed to avoid the creation of 
an overlarge permanent career group which 
would have to be absorbed and which would 
create stagnation within the grades when the 
Army is subsequently returned to a purely 
peacetime basis, By authorizing such ap- 
pointments in the Army of the United States, 
the Secretary of War is thus enabled to make 
appointments in the grade of warrant officer 
from among members of the Reserve com- 
ponents of the Army who are on active duty, 

“In addition, the Secretary of War ts au- 
thorized to designate by name a very limited 
number of temporary chief warrant officers 
to receive the base pay and allowances of 
higher pay periods, The military situation 
is changing very rapidly and the War De- 
partment forsees the possibility of a mill- 
tary need developing in the near future for a 


limited number of these additional pay 
grades, The positions may be used to pro- 
vide purely military personnel in certain 


positions where it is now necessary to pro- 
vide civilian technicians whose pay, in a 
civilian capacity, ranges from $2,700 to $4,900 
annually, depending upon thelr classification. 

“Promotion to the permanent grade of chief 
warrant officer is limited in number to 40 
percent of the total actual number of per- 
manent warrant officers, When the number 
of warrant officers is 2.800, not more than 
1,120 may be chief warrant officers, Within 
this limitation of 40 percent, promotions will 
be made from those warrant officers (junior 
grade( who have completed 10 years’ service 
as warrant officers, It Is contemplated that 
promotion will be on a seniority basis sub- 
ject to the usual physical examination, ex- 
amination of efficiency records, and records 
of service. If the bill is enacted, approx!- 
mately 260 warrant officers (junior grade), 
including many band leaders, will be eligible 
immedately for promotion to the permanent 
grade of chief warrant officer, 

“Enactment of this measure will serve to 
remove all present distinctions between war- 
rant officers in the United States Army. There- 
after all warrant officers, including band 
leaders, the Army Mine Planter Service, Ad- 
ministrative and Supply, and those with 
technical classifications, will be considered 
as one group 

“The effect of enactment of the measure 
upon the base pay and allowances of the ex 
isting grade of warrant officer and the grade 
proposed under this measure is shown in the 
following table:

$114,091,080 For Navy 


Supplemental estimates of appropria- 
tions for the Navy Department totaling 
$114,091,080 have been sent to Congress 
by the President.

| eer THE SAKE OF THE RECORD, the country should know that the Army was 
not the source of the bill which authorizes the President to buy and sell the prop- 
erty of any citizen, which he determines to be necessary for National Defense. The 
Army approves the measure, but the responsibility for it has been accepted by the 
President. It is being charged in both Houses of Congress that the bill is an outrageous 
violation of Constitutional rights, and that if passed as drafted, the President will 
have the powers of a Dictator, and will be able to impose his will upon the Nation. 
Those who are criticizing should recall two measures which have been enacted during 
the past year. One is the Selective Service Law. Under it the Government is taking 
men from their occupations and inducting them into the Army. It can also seize and 
operate plants, which “refuse” to undertake Government work. The second Law which 
is in point, is that known as the Lend-Lease Act. Among other things, this statue per- 
mits the President to buy or “otherwise procure” anything he regards as necessary for 
the purposes it defines, including “facilities,” and to sell it or give it away as he may 
decide. Because the lawyers concluded there might be some question raised as to 
Presidential powers under the National Emergency proclamation, the White House 
decided to urge Congress to pass the blanket authorization, whereby the President 
could order the seizure of any property, tangible or intangible, paying just compensa- 
tion therefor, and dispose of it as he saw fit. It is to be expected when the enactment 
occurs, that the President will use administrative discretion, as the Government al- 
ways does when it exercises the right of eminent domain, and as it is doing in con- 
nection with the provisions of the Selective Service and Lend-Lease laws. The men in 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, certainly will feel that if their lives can be im- 
pressed by the Government, the property of those they are protecting, should be avail- 
able for their use, if needed. Congress is not hesitating to pass a bill penalizing any 
one found guilty of obstructing recruiting or enlistment during the emergency. The 
House unanimously approved this measure, largely because of testimony given by 
Capt. John F. Shafroth, jr., USN, that union leaders allegedly blocked a naval recruit- 
ing party from signing up crew members of the American steamship Deltargentino. 
In other words, Congress is determined to provide ample man power to meet attack, 
but is resisting a proposal which will enable the Government to utilize property re- 
quired for their equipment. We have no doubt the measure will pass with a time 
limit, and it should in view of the perilous situation in which the Nation is involved. 


ESPITDH the general spirit of helpful cooperation shown by the members of the 

House subcommittee on military appropriations in their handling of the 1942 
Army bill this week, there is one important particular in which it failed to give 
merited support and encouragement to a large group of officers who are contributing 
immeasurably, and hazardously, to the preparedness program. That group is the 
non-flying officers whose duties with the Air Corps require them to participate in 
aerial flights. The greatest number of that group are flight surgeons, four of whom 
have been killed in recent years. As General Marshall told the committee “these 
flight surgeons are operating on a dangerous basis; they are concerned with men 
whose flying ability is in question; they are concerned with flights where there has 
been an accident, which means, as a rule, no proper landing field or no proper take- 
off ground.” Also included are the air ordnance officers, such as those who first 
risked firing a 75-mm gun from an airplane; Signal Corps officers who test material 
in connection with night flying and night landing; and officers of other arms and 
services who are helping to increase the effectiveness and broaden the field of our 
aerial defenses. Under present conditions tie flight pay of all of these men, regardless 
of their rank, is limited to a maximum of $720 a year which is less than the flight pay 
of a piloting second lieutenant. The War Department is urging, with the approval of 
the Bureau of the Budget, that this maximum be increased to $1,440 a year, which 
still is only about equal to the flight pay of a captain-pilot. General Marshall was 
careful to point out to the committee that in advocating an increase in the flight 
pay of non-piloting officers he is concerned with the men who “are in a class hy 
themselves, whose flights are experimental flights of one kind or another” and was 
not advocating anything for senior officers (he mentioned General McNair and Gen- 
eral Brees) who do a great deal of flying but who get no extra pay. Nevertheless, the 
committee continued the $720 limitation. We urge the Senate to help correct this situa- 
tion by granting the Chief of Staff’s request for an increase in this pay.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The conferences held during the week in Washington and at Bren- 
ner Pass, forecast startling events in connection with the progress of the war. From 
Ambassador Winant, who flew from London, the President received up-to-date in- 
formation relative to the attitude of the British Government toward the Government 
of Marshal Petain, the anxiety of the Churchill Ministry for our increased support and 
its views on the peace proposals which Herr Hess is known to be urging, and the atti- 
tude of the British people toward the Ministry as a result of the disaster of Crete. 
Under consideration, also, was the prospect of war collaboration between the Axis 
Powers and the Vichy authorities against Britain, and the application by us of 
further pressure upon Marshal Petain to induce some sort of an understanding by him 
of British difficulties, and continued neutrality in the conflict. Because, whenever con- 
ferences are held by Hitler and Mussolini, it has been noted that they follow the com- 
pletion of a campaign and the inauguration of a new one, light upon their decisions at 
Brenner Pass is awaited with keen concern. It is clear that they reviewed during the 
five hours of their meeting, the war situation throughout the world, and especially the 
firm declaration of policy by President Roosevelt. Probably they read with satisfac- 
tion the public statement of Admiral Darlan, to the effect that the Germans have a 
treaty right to use as they wish, French airfields, ports and railways, but the British 
have not the right to attack or hinder such use. With equal satisfaction, they witnessed 
the conference of Marshal Petain and General Weygand, which promises French de- 
fense of the Empire against the British. To promote that defense, the Axis has given 
Vichy permission to reenforce in Algeria, Tunisia and Syria. 

There is no doubt the President’s conference with Ambassador Winant covered, 
besides appeals for more aid, the future procedure of Britain toward the French. The 
reason for the British bombardment of Sfax in Tunisia was because that port was 
being used by Italian freighters to convey phosphates to Italy and Germany in order 
that crops in those countries may not be cut some thirty or forty percent because of 
the lack of this fertilizer. Moreover, the British have never recognized the armistice 
agreement signed by France. They contended that that agreement is null and void be- 
cause it conflicts with the Treaty of Alliance of 28 March 1940, which specifically for- 
bade a separate peace, and because of subsequent assurances given by Marshal Petain 
and M. Baudoin, Minister for Foreign Affairs at the time, that were an armistice ar- 
ranged the French Fleet would be sunk. Only recently, the Vichy Government solemnly 
pledged to the United States that it would cede none of its colonies to Germany and 
that the French Fleet never would be employed against Britain. Marshal Petain now 
insists his Government must defend its colonies from attack, and preparations there- 
for are being made in Syria and in North Africa. It is feared the temper of the 
Marshal and his associates has become such as a result of British activities against 
Tunisia and Syria, that in spite of representations through Ambassador Leahy, they 
will extend more and more their cooperation to the Axis Powers. Hitler and Mussolini 
will feel this would be a strong answer to the threat in the radio address made by 
President Roosevelt. 

While Ambassador Winant, after a conference with the President said in effect 
that the peace rumor in circulation is a pipe dream,—British Labor insists the war 
must go on—some significance is attached to the sequence found in the President’s 
address, the speech of Anthony Eden, British Foreign Minister, and the Encyclical 
issued by the Pope. Mr. Roosevelt made crystal clear the circumstances under which 
the United States would enter the war. The policies he laid down were definite, and 
their infringement by the Axis would mean that the United States would use its 
armed forces to resist. In other words, as the President said, the Nation is on the 
brink of war. The inspired press of Germany, Italy and Japan so holds, and necessarily 
this is the view of Hitler and Mussolini. After the President spoke, Eden presented 
the terms of peace which his Government was determined to impose, and they are 
identical with the Four Freedoms the President previously had defined. But Mr. 
Eden, in the course of his remarks, while denouncing Hitler, said significantly that 
Germany would be expected to collaborate in the world to come. That is to say, he no 
longer expects the Reich to be destroyed. In a remarkably powerful Encyclical, the 
Pope expressed sentiments and purposes in many respects similar to the peace program 
of Messrs. Roosevelt and Eden. That this identity of views is a mere coincidence is to 
be doubted, especially as the President has been in frequent contact with the Vicar of 
Rome. It is not known whether Herr Hess flew from Germany with his peace sugges- 
tion at the instance of Hitler; this is emphatically denied both by him and by Berlin. 
But probably, having been uniformly victorious, and dreading the entrance of the 
powerful United States in the war, the two Dictators explored the peace as well as the 
war situation, and the desirability of pressing a little more open the door for an end 
to hostilities. The world will know their conclusion, perhaps by the attempted invasion 
of England, practice for which has been gained at Crete, perhaps by the encourage- 
ment of the Vichy Government to make war on Britain, perhaps from the lips of 
Mussolini. 

There are other developments which the Axis is seeking to bring about that are of 
war importance. Stalin still is coyly meeting the advances of Hitler with respect to 
Russia's entrance into the Triple Alliance. In all likelihood his hesitation has been pro- 
moted by the firm declaration of policy made by the President. Japan is emitting new 
threats, this time against the Dutch East Indies, but their execution is another matter, 
and waits upon events, particularly any in which the United States is involved. 
Secretary Hull has notified the Chung King Government of our purpose to surrender 
the extraterritorial rights we have in China. The Japanese Government has declared 
it would abolish such rights, and it can interpret our decision as a victory. On the 
other hand, Chiang-Kai-Shek can use it as a demonstration of our confidence in his 

yovernment. However Mr. Hull’s concessions may be employed, it would appear to 
have removed one more grounds for Japanese appeal to the Chinese people, and, 
consequently, cannot have given any satisfaction to Tokyo. 











Armored Force—A new separate battalion of medium tanks—designated the 751st 
Tank Battalion—was activated at Ft. Benning, Ga., 1 June. The new battalion is 
stationed in the 2nd Armored Division cantonment area, but is not to be a part of the 
division, being a “GHQ” troop unit. Commanding it is Col. Fay Ross, with Maj. Fay 
Smith as executive officer. A cadre of 116 men, already at the cantonment area, 
formed the nucleous. Nearly 600 more arrived 3 June from Ft. Knox, Ky., to fill up 
the Mo aa ranks. The Ft. Knox men recently finished basic training for tank 
service.

Naval Construction—The 30-day period from the middle of April to the middle of 
May was a banner month for U. 8. Navy construction, ended dramatically by the com- 
missioning of the battleship Washington at Philadelphia Navy Yard on 15 May 
Only a few days before start of the period, the battleship North Carolina was com. 
missioned at New York Navy Yard on 9 April. Commissioning of these two of the Nt 
battleships now on order mark the first additions to the battle line of the Nayy Since 
1923. During the 30-day period a number of large combatant ships went on the ways 
including the aircraft carrier Essex which was laid down at Newport News on % 
April; the cruiser Amsterdam, laid down by New York Shipbuilding Corp. on 1 May, 
and the cruiser Mobile, laid down at Bethlehem’s Fore River plant on 14 April, j 

During the 30-day period three submarines were commissioned, one was cop. 
pleted and keel of a fifth was laid. The USS Gar was placed in commission at Electrie 
Boat Co. on 14 April, the Gudgeon at Mare Island Navy Yard on 21 April and the 
Grenadier at Portsmouth Navy Yard on 1 May. On 15 April the Grayling was off. 
cially completed at Portsmouth Navy Yard. Keel of the Albacore was laid at Electrip 
Boat Company’s yard on 21 April. 

They can’t name destroyers as quickly as they build them of late. Keels of two ag 
yet unnamed destroyers went on the ways at Bethlehem’s San Pedro yard on 1 May 
and one unnamed destroyer was laid down at Charleston Navy Yard. The three 
vessels are part of a group ordered 16 Dec. 1940, none of which have been named. 
During the month covered by the Navy’s report the Meredith was completed at Boston 
Navy Yard, the Monssen was completed at Puget Sound Navy Yard, the Woolsey was 
commissioned at Bath and the Wilkes was commissioned at Boston Navy Yard. Keels 
of four named vessels were laid, in addition to the three stated above—the Chevalier 
and the Strong at Bath and the Endicott and Farley at Seattle. 

Among auxiliaries, construction progress was at the same high level. The mine 
sweeper Auk went on the ways at Norfolk Navy Yard on 15 April; and at various smal] 
boat yards the coastal minesweepers Acme, Adamant, Advance, Aggressor, Assertive, 
Bulwark, Combat, Conqueror, Conquest, Courier, Defiance, Demand, Detector, Domip- 
ant, Endurance, Paramount, Peerless, Security, Stalwart, Summit and Trident were 
laid down. The coastal sweeps Develin and Lorikett were launched 10 and 19 April, 
respectively, and the F'ulmar was delivered 8 May. Keel of the repair ship Ajax was 
laid at Los Angeles on 7 May. Substantial progress was also reported in construction 
of submarine chasers and motor torpedo boats. 

To speed construction still further Secretary of the Navy Knox this week calleda 
meeting of shipbuilders and manufacturers of ship accessories to lay plans for a series 
of competitions between shipyards and between individuals. Such a procedure ip- 
creased production about 25 per cent in the last war, and should have an equal result 
at this time, Colonel Knox said. The shipbuilders were asked to work out detailed 
plans for the competitions through a committee of their number. The contests may 
involve the payment of bonuses by the government. 


Infantry—Brig. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, former commandant of the Infantry 
School, was sworn in as Chief of Infantry on 3 June by Lt. Col. John P. Dinsmore, 
JAGD, in the presence of officers of the bureau and a number of friends from other 
bureaus of the War Department. General Hodges, who holds the rank of major general 
for four years as Chief of Infantry. formally fills a post in which he has been acting 
since the retirement of Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch in April. He stated this week that 
he planned to make no other than routine changes in the bureau. 

General Hodges has just completed his first official tour of inspection—having 
visited all four of the Infantry Replacement Training Centers. “I found the replace 
ment centers in fine shape,” he commented, stating that “training is going well and 
morale is good.”’ The Infantry Chief returned to Washington 29 May, having vistied 
Camp Croft, 8. C.; Ft. Benning, Ga.; Camp Wheeler, Ga.; Camp Wolters, Texas, and 
Camp Roberts, Calif., returning by way of Ft. Leavenworth, Kan., where he visited 
Brig. Gen. Edmund L. Gruber, commandant of the Command and General Staff School, 
just before that officer’s sudden death. General Hodges made the trip by plane, having 
been joined at Camp Croft by Col. Paul J. Mueller, Inf., chief of the training section 
of the Office Chief of Infantry, who accompanied him on the remainder of his tour. 

Colonel Mueller also praised the degree of proficiency attained by the draftees 
at the four replacement centers, stating that they were receiving individual training 
of a type more intensive than that which could be given to Regulars or National 
Guardsmen in task units. Organizations in the replacement centers are along fune- 
tional lines. Companies of men are trained as riflemen of rifle companies, other com 
panies in various duties of components of headquarters companies, of heavy weapons 
companies, and of service companies. During the 13 weeks, draftees receive 572 hours 
of training, which for most of them represents 303 hours of basic and general training, 
217 hours of technical training in their specialist duties and 52 hours of open time, 
used for extra instruction, to make up for delays and for similar purposes. Members 
of rifle companies receive 295 hours’ training in basic and general subjects, and 2% 
hours of technical training. It is interesting to note that close-order drill is give 
for only 20 hours, extended order drill for eight hours. Time spent on various subjects 
varies with the companies, but the trainees receive an average of 46 hours instruction 
with the rifle, 16 hours with the automatic rifle, 12 hours with the pistol. From 10 
to 16 hours are devoted to map and aerial photograph reading, 16 to 26 hours to tactieil 
training of the individual soldier, 29 to 79 hours to tactical training of the squad, 
section and platoon, and 32 hours to night operations. 


Army Ordnance—Brig. Gen. G. M. Barnes, Assistant Chief of Ordnance, pronounced 
the program of tank construction better than satisfactory and far beyond expectations 
in a talk before the spring meeting of the Society of Automotive Engineers at White 
Sulphur Springs, Va., on 3 June. Other armored combat vehicles also are being Pr 
duced rapidly, he said. The construction of light tanks has been a bright spot in the 
rearmament program and a “very superior’ medium tank is now being produced by 
six different American companies, General Barnes said. He pointed out that most 
Kuropean tanks, including German, have about one-half the horsepower to weigh! 
ratio of the corresponding American machine. 

Four miles of tank testing courses at the Rock Island, Ill. Arsenal have beet in 
proved by WPA workers under the supervision of Brig. Gen. N. F. Ramsey, commal® 
ing officer of the Arsenal. General Ramsey declares : “The work which has been accomr 
plished has been of great benefit to the Arsenal in the national defense projects with 
which we are charged.” 

The War Department has announced approval of three new Ordnance producing 
plants which are to be constructed at the following locations: Parsons, Kans., for # 
shell loading plant, $35,000,000; Texarkana, Texas, shell loading plant, $45,500, 
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and Chattanooga, Tenn., T.N.T. loading plant, $39,000,000. The amounts in each case 
cover the purchase of land, construction of buildings, building installations, machinery 
and equipment. 

Three Ordnance Companies are being transferred for permanent change of station 
from Raritan Arsenal, N. J., as follows : 54th Ordnance Company (Amm.) to Ft. Bragg, 
y.C.; 50th Ordnance Company (Amm.) to Ft. Jackson, 8. C., and 53rd Ordnance Com- 
pany (Amm. ) to Ft. Knox, Ky. 

Reorganization of the Public Relations Branch of the Ordnance Department has 
een completed. The special assignments section is under the direction of Maj. Ken- 
neth Campbell who is being assisted by 1st Lts. R. J. Smith and Robert B. Clarke, jr. 
ist Lt. R. G. Van Ness is in charge of the review section, Capt. William M. Spinard is 
handling the Ordnance digest, and Maj. J. W. LeCraw is in charge of the miscellaneous 
getion. Lt. Col. J. B. Bellinger is the public relations officer. 

Robert R. Nathan of the Office of Production Management will discuss “Econ- 
omics in Defense” at a meeting of Washington Post, Army Ordnance Association, on 
10 June in Washington, D. C. Col. F. H. Miles, jr., president of the association, will 
preside. 

General Barnes, Assistant Chief of Ordnance, was the principal speaker at flag 
raising ceremonies in Greenfield, Mass., on Memorial Day that celebrated the entry 
of the Greenfield Tap and Die Corporation’s new gage plant into the national defense 
program. The plant is one of seven started last September to increase the output of 
manufacturing gages used in the production of defense materials. 

Orders have been issued for the transfer of five Ordnance Companies, Ammuni- 
tion, from Savanna Ordnance Depot, Ill., and three companies from Raritan Arsenal, 
N.J. Each company consists of approximately 180 men and will be stationed at Camp 
Livingston, La., Camp Blanding, Fla., Camp Shelby, Miss., Ft. Benning, Ga., Ft. 
lewis, Wash., Ft. Bragg, N. C., Ft. Jackson, 8S. C., and Ft. Knox, Ky. 

Work will start immediately on construction of a storehouse at Watertown 
Arsenal, Mass., for which a fund of $650,000 has been set aside by the War De- 
partment. 





Bureau of Yards and Docks—A billion dollar naval facility construction program 
which embraces both coasts of the United States and far-flung islands, including those 
leased from Great Britain, is under way under direction of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks. At only one of the bases obtained from Great Britain has work not yet been 
started, Rear Adm, Ben Moreell, chief of the bureau, stated this week. This base is in 
th Bahamas, where a site for a small air station was only just selected at Great 
Exuma. 

Contract work is now progressing at the rate of over $50,000,000 per month. The 
work performed under these contracts amounted to $375,000,000 on 1 June and it is 
estimated the expenditure will be $600,000,000 or more in the next twelve months. 
This program covers the entire Naval shore establishment. Work is under way from 
Samoa, Philippine Islands, Alaska to the Atlantic bases at Newfoundland, Bermuda 
and Trinidad. Progress has been sufficient to permit commissioning of air stations at 
Kanoehe Bay, Hawaii; Jacksonville, Florida; Corpus Christi, Texas. The air station 
at Quonset Point, R. I. will be completed 1 July 1941. Many of the smaller projects 
are substantially completed. 

One of the outstanding gains to the Navy will be the great increase in repair 
facilities and construction facilities provided by the dry dock building program. Ship- 
building docks of the largest size are under construction at New York (two) ; Norfolk 
(one) ; Philadelphia (two). A new dry dock is under construction at Bayonne, N. J., 
for maximum size ships and one each at Vieques, P. R.; Long Beach, Calif.; Puget 
Sound and Pearl Harbor. These will permit the Navy to expeditiously overhaul 
capital ships of the fleet on both oceans or in event of necessity to overhaul ships of 
friendly powers. Fleet bases at Vieques, I. R. and Long Beach, Calif., are new de- 
veopments under this program and the Atlantic bases at Newfoundland, Bermuda, 
the Bahamas, Antigua, St. Lucia, Trinidad and Jamaica are of great strategic im- 
portance. The approximate distribution of the expenditures under this program will 
be: Shipbuilding and ship repair facilities, $312,907,500; fleet facilities, $124,108,000 ; 
aeronautic facilities, $279,937,000 ; storage facilities, $54,900,000 ; Marine Corps activi- 
ties, $43,566,000 ; ordnance activities, $38,817,000; naval personnel structures, $24,259,- 
‘0; defense housing, $71,312,000; hospital facilities, $9,552,000; radio activities, $4,- 
052,000; Naval Research Laboratory, $559,000; service structures not otherwise pro- 
vided for, $37,999,056, and War Department, $8,761,000, for a total of $1,010,729,556. 


Army Nurses Corps—-A new two-tone blue covert cloth uniform has been adopted for 
Amy nurses to replace the familiar olive drab outfit previously used. In the new 
outfit the overseas cap, jacket, cape and overcoat are dark blue, while the skirt is 
medium blue. White or periwinkle blouses of broadcloth with a regulation officer's 
black tie and black oxford semi-dress shoes with cuban heels and grey suede gloves 
ire also prescribed. The jacket has maroon piping on the shoulder straps and cuff 
braid on the sleeves. The lining of the cape is maroon and the cap has a maroon piping. 





Army Chaplains—Examination of applicants for appointment as chaplains in the 
grade of first lieutenant in the Regular Army will take place in Washington 23 to 30 
July, inclusive. To provide for existing or prospective denominational vacancies, ap- 
Dlications will be restricted to clergymen duly accredited to the following denomina- 
tions : Baptist, North, Churches of Christ, Disciples of Christ, Lutheran (except 
Missouri Synod), Presbyterian in the U. S., Protestant Episcopal, and Roman Catholic. 
Applicants must be citizens of the United States, between 23 and 34 years of age, 
graduates of both a 4-year college and a 3-year theological seminary course, and 
actively engaged in the ministry as the principal occupation in life with at least 
three years’ experience. 

Chaplain James L. Blakeney has assumed his duties as Corps Area Chaplain at 
the headquarters of Maj. Gen. Ernest D. Peek, commanding general of the Ninth 
Corps Area, at the Presidio of San Francisco, Calif. Chaplain Blakeney went to San

Navy Personnel—Capt. John T. G. Stapler, USN, was relieved on Monday, 2 June, 
as Chief of Staff and Aide to the Commandant, Third Naval District, by Capt. Stephen 
Booth McKinney, it was announced by Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Commandant, 
Third Naval District. Captain Stapler, who has been Chief of Staff of the Third 
Naval District since 14 June 1940, and who won the Navy Cross for distinguished 
service twice, has received orders to duty as Chief of Staff of the North Atlantic 
Naval Coastal Frontier, of which Rear Admiral Andrews is Commander, in addition 
to being Commandant of the Third Naval District. 


Quartermaster Corps—The Quartermaster General has completed plans for an air 
transport program that will permit air express shipment of emergency national defense 
production items to any point in the United States and to Central and South American 
ports. Such items as replacement parts, tools, motors, blueprints, patterns and even 
new machinery needed in national defense production can be speeded by air not only 
to communities which have air fields but to other points in conjunction with ordinary 
freight express. The Army has used commercial air express in the past only for the 
transport of serums. 

About 68,000 cooks and 7,000 bakers are to be trained in Army Bakers and Cooks 
Schools this year to keep up with the rapidly growing Army in which a ratio of one 
cook for each 50 men is required. About 11,000 students already are installed in bakers 
and cooks schools, and efforts are being made to build up a reserve to provide for 
vacancies caused by promotions and assignments to other duties. A main school has 
been established in each corps area and sub-schools are being installed in all the larger 
camps. The course has been shortened from four to two months to expedite the pro- 
gram. 

The Army is now using more than 15,500,000 gallons of water each hour of the 
day in 133 posts, stations and camps and 13 general hospitals within the continenetal 
limits of the United States. The Quartermaster Corps is using more than 1,717 miles 
of piping to maintain this flow. 

The task of moving ten established cemeteries located within the 60,000 acres 
purchased in Indiana for Jefferson Proving Ground is well under way and citizens of 
the community and trustees in charge of the cemeteries have expressed satisfaction at 
the manner in which the work is being handled. ‘wo of the cemeteries already have 
been moved in accordance with an agreement that calls for laying out new burying 
grounds to conform with patterns of the old cemeteries and the utilization of licensed 
undertakers to move the bodies. 

A most comprehensive review of the activities of the Quartermaster Corps was 
given to the Appropriations committee during the hearings on the 1942 estimates. The 
printed transcript, released this week, showed 150 pages of testimony and, of course, 
there was confidential matter which was not printed. Maj. Gen. BE. B. Gregory brought 
23 officers, each an expert in his particular line, before the committee, At the conclu- 
sion of their testimony, Representative J. Buell Snyder, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee, said: “I am going to take this occasion, General Gregory, to say this: It has 
always been a pleasure to have you before this committee, and this is the first time in 
my experience as chairman, or even since I have been on the committee, that the thing 
has been done that you have done this year—that is, bringing the heads of the different 
units up here to give the details of the various units under the Quartermaster General, 
and I commend you for that. Hf you are any kind of a quartermaster general at all 
you cannot know all of the details, and if you do not have somebody under you at the 
head of these units that knows more about them than you do, they do not deserve to be 
at the head of any unit. These unit heads whom you have brought up here have dis- 
played a knowledge of the facts pertaining to the part of the program you have assigned 
to them. Colonel Logan, for example, has given us a splendid explanation of his part 
in it in a way that has never been presented to this committee before.” 


Air Corps—Due to the expansion of the Air Corps’ technical training program, the 
War Department is considering a plan to move the headquarters of the Air Corps 
Technical Training Command from Chanute Field, Rantoul, IL, to a new location to 
provide centralized supervision of the technical training program. The school itself, 
at Chanute Field, will not be affected. 

At the present time, the Air Corps is establishing two new schools, at Biloxt, 
Miss., and at Wichita Falls, Texas, With the three now in operation, the Air Corps 
will soon have five schools under the jurisdiction of its Technical Training Command, 
The three now in operation are at Chanute Field, at Lowry Field, Colo., and at Scott 
Field, Il. In addition the facilities of 15 civilian schools are being utilized by the Air 
Corps in the training of its technicians. 

The Air Corps moved ahead in its 30,000-pilot training program this week with the 
announcement of sites for three new flying schools which will provide facilities for 
training more than 1,000 flying cadets. The schools are located at Moultrie, Ga., for 
advanced single-engine instruction; at Sumter, 8. C., for basic flying; and at Lake 
Charles, La., for advanced single-engine instruction. Each of the schools will cost in 
excess of $3,300,000, 

Headquarters and headquarters squadrons have been constituted and activated 
for the following: 1st Interceptor Command, Mitchel Field, N. Y.; 2nd Interceptor 
Command, Ft. George Wright, Wash.; 3rd Interceptor Command, Tampa, Fla.; and 
4th Interceptor Command, Riverside, Calif. 

Seven Air Corps units have been transferred for a permanent change of station. 
The units and their old and new stations are: 72nd Air Base Group (Sp), Hq. and Hq. 
Squadron (Sp), 64th Air Base Squadron (Sp), 78th Materiel Squadron (Sp), 824th 
School Squadron, and 325th School Squadron, all from Moffett Field, Calif., to Bakers- 
field, Calif.; and the 334th School Squadron from Stockton Field, Calif., to Mather 
Field, Calif. 

An Air Corps Advanced Flying School will be built near Valdosta, Ga., and 
Greenville, Miss., the War Department announced this week. Construction will begin 
as soon as possible. 

Pending publication of tables of organization for the Air Corps Training Centers 
and Technical Training Commands, an Adjutant General’s section and a Judge Advo- 
cate’s section are authorized for each Air Corps Training Center and each Air Corps 
Technical Training Command. Each section will consist initially of one officer from

the appropriate service and such enlisted men as are attached to those units by the 
commanding general of the training center or technical command. 

The largest school under the West Coast Air Corps Training Center, Mather Field, 
Calif., will send its first class of students of the Army Air Corps into the air on 9 
June. Approximately 200 twin-engined, training ships will be flying every day as the 
new school moves toward its training program. About 30S men at a time will be 
under instruction at the school as its training program gains momentum. Classes will 
enter the school at regular five week intervals, according to present plans with the 
initial class having entered on 5 June. The new school on 2 August, will also start 
instruction of its first class of navigators. Formerly virtually all of the country’s 
navigators were trained at Barksdale Field, La, Lt. Col. Leland R. Hewitt, former 
executive officer of the West Coast Air Corps Training Center is commanding the new 
field. 

The War Department this week entered into contracts with Consolidated Aircraft 
Corp., of San Diego, Calif., and Boeing Aircraft Co., of Seattle, Wash., for the purchase 
of bombers and spare parts. The contracts were ‘for $226,636,200 and $95,242,696.80 
respectively. 

Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—A supplemental contract, amounting to $5,723.- 
000 on a cost-plus-fixed-fee basis, for additional storage facilities at the Naval Supply 
Depot at Bayonne, N. J., has been awarded by the Navy Department. This contract 
supplements an original project amounting to about $3,000,000. 

The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts recently stated that the Navy does not 
anticipate any insurmountable difficulty in maintaining adequate supplies of clothing 
and small stores for its expanding personnel, but does expect to encounter increased 
costs generally for clothng and textiles. Recent purchases indicate abnormal in- 
creases in cost of woolen gloves and also of clothing made from combed cotton yarn. 
Efforts are made to keep these costs at a minimum by long-range planning, which 
provides ample time for delivery and thereby eliminates excessive costs caused by time 
restrictions which increase manufacturing costs. The cost of an enlisted man’s outfit 
for issue during the next fiscal year is $118.95, as compared with a cost of $112.75 for 
the current fiscal year. 

The Navy has had the whole-hearted support and cooperation of the textile in- 
dustry and has been enabled to overcome all difficulties regarding matters related to 
textiles, Because of this cooperation, gold lace is now being manufactured in the 
United States, and it is hoped that a new domestic industry will result. Experiments 
have been made in the textile industry and machinery is now being constructed to 
simplify and expedite the dyeing of blue wooien fabrics. If this method of dyeing 
it will provide for rapid supply of naval requirements of blue

woolen fabrics under any possible personnel expansion, 
terially the cost of dyeing. 

The bureau is currently making an extensive study of many items of provisions 
used by the Navy with a view of making changes in the types used in the interests of 
conservation of space and effecting improvements in the ration. Among the more im- 
portant of these items are boneless beef, canned luncheon meat, canned corn beef hash, 
canned currots, and grapefruit, and dehydrated potatoes. 


Field Artillery—Maj. Gen. R. M. Danford, Chief of Field Artillery, left Washington 
on 30 May 1941, to visit Field Artillery units in the west. He planned to make visits at 
Ft. Bliss, Tex., Cap Roberts, Calif., Ft. Ord, Calif., Presidio of San Francisco and Ft. 
Francis E. Warren, Wyo. He will return to Washington on 14 June 1941. 

One officer from each of the Field Artillery battalions is being sent to California 
Institute of Technology, Pasadena, Calif., to take a three month course starting 23 
June, in meteorology and allied subjects. The officers selected to attend this course 
are Captains R. R. Weyrauch, P. R. Walters, J. R. Winn, and Ist Lieutenants G. E. 
Tucker, O. S. Spears, and J. H. McAleny. The application of meteorology corrections 
is not only essential to accuracy of sound ranging observations, but also the Field Artil- 
lery observation battalion is responsible for the preparation of the metro message for 
all artillery with the corps. 


Gen. John F, Williams, Chief of the National Guard Burean, 
accompanied by Lt. Col. Charles Dissinger, Col. Benjamin F.. Giles, pilot, and Lt. Col. 
Philip R. Love, co-pilot, left Monday by plane for Seattle, Wash., where they will em- 
bark by engineer boat for points in Alaska. General Williams will confer with the 
Governor of Alaska concerning the establishment of National Guard units in that 
territory. His itinerary includes Juneau, Haines, Anchorage and Fairbanks, Alaska ; 
San Francisco, Ft. Ord, Camp San Luis Obispo and March Field, Calif.; Ft. Bliss, 
Abilene, Camp Bowie, San Antonio and Camp Hulen, Texas; Camp Beauregard and 
Camp Claiborne, La.; Camp Shelby, Miss., and Memphis and Camp Forrest, Tenn.

Chemical Warfare Servicee—Down at Camp Livingston, La., Chemical Warfare Ser. 
vice experts have rigged up an ingenious chamber for testing gas masks and for hold- 
ing gas mask drills, which from early tests is believed by officers and men stationed at 
Camp Livingston to be far superior to any gas chamber in use by the Army today 
The new chamber, which accommodates 10 men, was constructed of ply-wood, and may 
be easily moved from one place to another. It is composed of 13 light sections which 
when bolted together makes the chamber air-tight. 

The chamber is said to be better than portable tents now being used inasmuch as jt 
is more airtight than the tents. Only a few minutes are required to set-up the chamber, 
and it is easily moved by light trucks. The chamber is eight feet wide, eight feet high 
and 12 feet long. It was constructed by Quartermaster Corps workmen at Camp 
Livingston. 


New Helmet and Service Hat—Tests of the Army’s new steel helmet and accompany. 
ing service hat have progressed to such a satisfactory degree that approval and 
standardization of the new equipment is expected to be announced in the near future 
The new helmet resembles somewhat the helmet used by German troops, except that 
there is no apron in the rear covering the base of the neck. The helmet instead dips 
slightly both fore and aft, and is flanged outward to provide shade and to divert 
water. It covers the head to a point just above the eyebrows. Made of a stronger, 
heat-treated steel, the helmet in extensive tests by the Ordnance Department with- 
stood blows of 200 foot-seconds more intensity than those which the present flat helmet 
will ward off. The helmet of course can be penetrated by rifle bullets, but affords 
protection against glancing hits and against shell fragments. 
The new service hat designed for use with the helmet is made of a light plastic 
material, covered with waterproof olive drab cloth. Its shape is exactly that of the 
helmet, which when worn, fits snugly over the hat. An arrangement of straps within 
the hat permits it to be adjusted for various head sizes and provides a comfortable 
means of suspending the crown of the hat above the top of the head. It is the hope of 
the designers of the hat that it will replace at least three of the nine types of headgear 
now issued to troops. Two articles of headgear expected to go by the board if the hat 
is adopted are the jaunty but hardly serviceable overseas hat and the peaked campaign 
hat.

The first important exercise of emer- 
gency powers under the proclamation of 
27 May was the President’s order setting 
up a Petroleum Administration with the 
Secretary of the Interior in charge. Mr. 
Ickes had already sounded an alarm, 
predicting an oil shortage resulting from 
transfer of tankers to Britain. Lack of 
transportation to the Atlantic seaboard 
forms a bottleneck that may have to be 
broken by the building of pipelines from 
Texas. On every hand it is admitted that 
petroleum is the lifeblood of war, by 
land, sea and air. Its conservation is 
necessary, not only because of restricted 
transportation facilities, but because of 
the increased demand for oil at the bat- 
‘tle fronts and in the defense industries. 
Regulation of production and supply un- 
der the new emergency administration 
is expected to relieve the situation to a 
large degree. In addition, arrangements 
for larger imports from Mexico and Vene- 
zuela are being perfected. Work on con- 
struction of new tankers is pressed by 
both the Maritime Commission and the 
Navy Department, One of the fundamen- 





tally reassuring facts which sustain 
Britain’s war effort is the knowledge 


that the anti-Axis powers possess ample 
resources of oil, while Germany’s opera- 
tions are believed to be subject to even- 
tual limitations for lack of oil. 

- In spite of the imperious need of war- 
planes, the first necessity for Britain is 
ships. Upon ships depends the whole 
British system of life and war effort. 
Hence the Washington administration is 
redoubling its energies in building and 
conserving shipping in aid of Britain. 
The Secretary of the Navy asks private 
shipbuilders to cooperate in performing 
the “miracle” of producing sufficient 
ships to meet the dire emergency caused 
by Nazi depredations. After discounting 
German exaggerations, it is estimated 
that British ship losses are increasing, 
and have now reached the rate of 6,- 
000,000 tons a year. Britain is making 
most strenuous efforts to reduce losses 
due to submarine and bombers, and is 
said to have made some progress by de- 
voting bombers to patrol of the sea lanes. 
These bombers not only give warning of 
raiders, but sometimes sink submarines 
and undoubtedly serve to ward off raider 
attacks. The American patrol system is 
now admitted to be active in warning 
British defenders of the presence of 
enemy craft, thus enabling convoys to 
obtain better protection. 

Commissioner Dempsey of the Mari- 
time Commission told a Congressional 
committee that some private shipbuilders 
were not cooperating with the govern- 
ment’s defense program, but it is believed 
that complete teamwork will be obtained 
as soon as the strike situation has been 
settled. Not much more time will be 
allowed for discussions if these discus- 
sions actually hold up ship construction. 
The President has broadly hinted that 
strikes will not be permitted to stop work 
on critically important production. He 
“in take over and operate any plant 
without delay, and increasing complaint 
from the public is likely to have an effect 
soon. In this connection it is expected 
that Congress will approve the War De- 
partment’s program which authorizes the 
President to requisition any private prop- 
erty needed for national purposes. Al- 
though no details are published, it is 
understood that the proposed new law 
will be invoked to prevent stoppage of 
work in vitally important defense plants 
where either owners or workers, or both, 
fail to comply with the government’s 
program. 

Director General Knudsen of the Office 
of Production Management urges indus- 
trial plants to keep the wheels turning 
over week-ends, seven days a week. The 
week-end blackout of activity is seriously 
handicapping possible output, he says, 
and total output must be greatly in- 
creased if Britain's needs are to be met. 
Immediate and unanimous response to 
Mr. Knudsen’s plea is not looked for, but 
expanded effort throughout industry is 
fairly satisfactory in spite of labor diffi- 
culties and occasional shortages of ma- 
terials. One of the active branches of 
defense—construction of bombers—is to 
be still further speeded up under con- 
tracts let during the week, aggregating 





$320,000,000. These bombers will be fer- 
ried across the Atlantic and hence no 
shipping problem is presented. 


Under the new act which authorizes 
extension of priority orders it is expected 
that production of defense equipment for 

Great Britain will be greatly hastened, 
especially if President Roosevelt puts a 
stop to strike delays. The new law 
thrusts aside private demands that might 
interfere with the flow of materials into 
defense equipment for use either at home 
or in defense of Britain. All American 
industry and all raw material supplies 
are now subject to the needs of the lease- 
lend act in aid of Britain, China and 
other nations under Axis attack. 

A much stronger and more alert sur- 
veillance of industrial and shipping 
plants is now in effect than during the 
World War. The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation, the postal inspection service, 





the Intelligence bureaus of the Army and 
Navy, the Coast Guard and the border 
patrol are some of the agencies cooperat- 
ing in prevention of sabotage. Private 
agencies throughout industry are vigilant 
and acting in cooperation with Federal 
authorities. 





Department of Air Power 


A plea for a separate Department of 
Air Power was voiced by Representative 
Alfred F. Beiter, N. Y., in a speech be- 
fore the House on Tuesday, 3 June, in 
which he urged support of his bill H. R. 
4790. “We must have such a depart- 
ment,” he asserted, “not only for our 
national defense and security but also 
for our national air development, and 
for the orderly and safe planning of 
civilian flying.”

U. S. COAST GUARD 








HE House of Representatives has 

passed the bill II. R. 1094 extending 
the provisions of the laws administered by 
the Veterans’ Administration granting 
pensions and other benefits to veterans 
and their dependents, to officers and en- 
listed men of the Coast Guard and their 
dependents for disability or death in- 
curred in active service between 28 Jan. 
1915 and 3 July 1930. Provision already 
exists for officers and men of the Coast 
Guard disabled or killed after 2 July 
1930. 


Academy Board of Visitors 

Representative Robert Ramspeck, Ga., 
chairman of the Board of Visitors to the 
Coast Guard Academy from the House 
of Representatives praised “the splendid 
curriculum of the Academy and the fine 
training the boys attending the Academy 
receive,” in filing his report with Con- 
gress this week.

The War Situation

the 
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well developed permanent and temporary 
bases which have been supported by well 
equipped and organized land forces, 
Their arms and equipment are the result 
of much research work and over two. 
years of war experience. In this respect 
he has a great advantage over Churchill 
who has had the supreme command in 
Great Britain only about one year. 

The actual number of British troops in 
the Near Kast and the character of their 
equipment are not known, However, they 
are only one of the many factors involved 
in that situation which must be taken 
into consideration in evaluating the re- 
spective strengths of the British and Axis 


forces. It has been reported that Hitler 
expects his reavy tanks, supported by 
his air forces, to be the decisive ele- 


ments in the approaching battles, In any 
campaign in this theatre, Hitler's forces 
will be operating at far greater distances 
from his bases and over greater expanses 
of land, sea and air than here-to-fore. It 
remains to be seen if the coordination of 
available Axis land, sea and air forces 
will meet the same success non-Bu- 
ropean battle fields. 

Whatever the outcome of the coming 
battles of the present war, one of the 
outstanding lessons to date is the neces- 


sity for an organization which can effi- 
ciently coordinate the modern mechan- 


ized weapous of the land, sea and air.

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Army Grades and Insignia 


New instructions were issued by the 
War Department this week concerning 
the designations of the grades and the 
wearing of insignia by the various com- 
ponents of the military organization now 
on active duty in the Army of the United 
States. The new instructions follow: 

1. Instructions contained in letter AG 421.7- 
Insignia and Designation (11-28-40)M-A-M, 
December 10, 1940, subject: “Designation qf 
grade and organization (arm or service) of 
commissioned officers, and insignia to be 
worn by officers,” are rescinded, 

No. 2. In general, only one grade, one arm 
or service, and no reference to component, 
except as hereinafter prescribed, will be indi- 
cated in orders and in the typed matter below 
signature in official correspondence and other 
official documents and records. There will be 
included at all times in official orders or cor- 
respondence with regard to any officer, Regu- 
lar Army, National Guard, or Reserve, the 
Army serial number of the officer concerned. 
The provisions of Army Regulations perti- 
nent to official designation and signature, as 
modified by these instructions, will govern, 
The following specific instructions with re- 
spect to indication of grade, arm or service, 
and component will be observed: 

a. Grade—Highest in which serving, except 
in certain special orders announcing promo- 
tions, transfers, retirements, etc., in which 
indication of permanent grade is essential. 

b. Arm or service other than that in which 
commissioned will be indicated in the follow- 
ing categories: 

(1) General Staff Corps—When the officer 
has been detailed in the General Staff Corps 
under provisions of section 5, National De- 
fense Act, as amended, or has been assigned 
“for duty with the General Staff Corps.” Of- 
ficers of the National Guard of the United 
States so detailed prior to induction under 
Presidential orders are, on effective date of 
such induction, automatically detailed in the 
General Staff Corps, and no further orders 
effecting such detail will be issued, 

Example:. A major, Infantry, Regular 
Army, National Guard of the United States, 
or Infantry-Reserve, detailed in the General 
Staff Corps or “assigned for duty with the 
General Staff Corps” will prepare the legend 
below his signature as follows. 

John Doe, 
Major, General Staff Corps. 

(2) Arm or service other than General Staff 
Corps—When the officer has been “detailed 
in” or “assigned to duty with’ another arm 
or service, oreif an officer of a reserve com- 
ponent has been ordered by a corps area or 
department commander to active duty with 
another arm or service under authority con- 
tained in letter AG 210 31-ORC (12-11-40) R-A, 
dated 7 January 1941, or subsequently there- 
to is assigned to duty with another arm or 
service, and the order specifically states that 
he is “assigned to duty with” such arm or 
service 

Examples: (a) A lieutenant colonel, Field 
Artillery, who has been “detailed in” or “as- 
signed to duty with” the Quartermaster 
Corps will prepare the legend below his sig- 
nature as follows: 

John Doe, 
Lt. Col., Quartermaster Corps. 

(b) A captain, Cavalry-Reserve, who has 
been ordered by a corps area commander to 
active duty and is assigned to duty with the 
Air Corps will prepare the legend below his 
signature as follows: 

John Doe, 
Captain, Air Corps. 

ec. Arm or service in which commissioned 
will be indicated in the following categories: 

(1) General Staff Corps—When the officer 
is assigned to duty in a General Staff office 
or section as distinguished from assignment 
to duty “with the General Staff Corps.” 

Example: A major, Medical Corps-Reserve, 
who is assigned to duty in the Personnel Di- 
vision, War Department, will prepare the 
legend below his signature as follows: 

John Doe, 
Major, Medical Corps. 

(2) Arm or service other than General Staff 
Corps—When assigned to duty in an organi- 
zation or installation of another arm or serv- 
ice, as distinguished from assignment to duty 
with the arm or service itself under above- 
stated conditions; when on detached service 
or on temporary duty with another arm or 
service; when attached to a unit of another 
arm or service by Tables of Organization. 

Example: A captain, 21st Infantry, who is 
assigned on temporary duty with the 3d Field 
Artillery will prepare the legend below his 
signature as follows: 

John Doe, 
Captain, 2ist Infantry. 

d. Instructions applicable to Reserve Offi- 
cers commissioned in sections for which there 
are no corresponding branches of service in 
the Regular Army—-Except where “detailed 
in” or “assigned to duty with” another arm 
or service, officers commissioned in sections 
of the Reserve Corps for which there are no 
corresponding branches of service in the 
Regular Army, will be referred to in orders 
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and will indicate under their signatures the 

service in which they are commissioned, viz: 
Captain, Sanitary Corps; 
Captain, Military Intelligence; 
Captain, Specialist. 

e. Component—Reference to component will 
be omitted except in the initial order as- 
signing an officer of a reserve component to 
active duty, and in correspondence and re- 
ports relating to a particular officer where 
such reference and other pertinent facts with 
respect to that individual may be deemed 
advisable, 

3. Instructions applicable to general officers 
—#. General officers of the line of the Regular 
Army serving under permanent commissions 
will insert “United States Army” following 
indication of grade, and will wear “US” and 
“Star.” 

b. Chiefs and assistant chiefs of the arms 
and services will indicate the grade, and, as 
prescribed in paragraph 64, AR 340-15, the 
office to which appointed, and will wear the 
arm and service insignia in addition to the 
“US” and “Star.” 

e. The official designation and insignia of 
an officer of the Regular Army serving under 
temporary appointment as a general officer 
will be determined by his assignment. If 
assigned to the duties of a chief or an assist- 
ant chief of an arm or service, or if given 
a staff assignment primarily involving duties 
concerning the service from which appoint- 
ed, designation of grade and insignia to be 
worn will be as prescribed in b above, If 
not assigned to any arm or service, he will 
be designated and wear insignia as prescribed 
in a above, 

d, General officers of the reserve compo- 
nents, whether they hold permanent or tem- 
porary commissions, will wear the insignia 
and designate their grade as prescribed for 
general officers of the Regular Army, 

4. Instructions applicable to retired officers, 
Regular Army, on active duty—Retired offi- 
cers of the Regular Army on active duty will 
indicate grade and arm or service in which 
commissioned at time of retirement, except 
when “detailed in” or “assigned to duty 
with” another arm or service, in which event 
arm or service to which detailed or assigned 
will be indicated and appropriate insignia 
will be worn, 

5. Insignia to be worn.—a. General officers. 
—As prescribed in paragraph 3. 

b. Other than general officers—Insignia to 
be worn by officers mentioned in paragraph 
2 b. ec, and d, will conform to the arm or 
service appearing in the legend below the 
signature, 

ce. Any instructions in conflict with those 
prescribed in a and b above are hereby re- 
scinded. 


Legal Aid to Soldiers 


Legal services for soldiers and their 
families are being provided by the Amer- 
ican Bar Association through state and 
local committees on national defense. In 
welcoming this assistance, the War De- 
partment urged that unit commanders 
and Army personnel familiarize them- 
selves with the nature of this volunteer 
legal aid. 

Advice will be given on guardianship 
and care of children, the legal status of 
homes and personal possessions, rights 
under wills and insurance policies, prob- 
lems regarding wages and other income, 
installment purchases, taxes and other 
debts, questions on welfare laws, civil 
service, accidents and other sudden mis- 
fortunes, and similar matters on which 
the average soldier or layman is not 
usually well informed, 


Three voluntary agencies of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association are serving in such 
capacity. They are: 

(1) The members of the Advisory Boards 
for Registration. at least one of which is 
located in each county in the United States, 
and several in each territorial possession. 

(2) The State Committees on National De- 
fense, which function as state groups, and in 
most states as local committees in each com- 
munity of more than 15,000 to 20,000 popula- 
tion. 

(3) The Legal Aid Clinics, operating in the 
larger metropolitan centers, under the super- 
vision of local bar associations, to assist 
citizens who are financially unable to hire a 
lawyer.

Defense Property Seizure 

At the request of the War Department, 
Senator Robert R. Reynolds, N. C., chair- 
man of the Senate Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, this week introduced a bill 8. 
1579 giving the President authority to 
requisition, on compensation, any real or 
personal private property which may be 
deemed in the interest of National De- 
fense during the emergency. 

In a letter to Congress, Acting Secre- 
tary of War Robert P. Patterson wrote 
that “authority conferred by the statutes 
now in force is inadequate to meet con- 
ditions encountered as a result of the 
existing emergency. As to real estate the 
required procedure is cumbersome and 
slow.” 

The bill is designed to permit the im- 
mediate taking over by the President of 
any and all property of any nature that 
might be deemed essential to the national 
defense program, for which the govern- 
ment would pay just compensation. The 
essential feature of the bill is the power 
to take over such property without de- 
lays incident to condemnation and other 
legal procedure. The importance of this 
power is stressed by Secretary Patter- 
son’s letter as follows: 

“RNecalcitrant plants cannot be taken 
over until an order has been placed and 
refused and then the entire plant must 
be taken over and not a part of it only, 
while the present power of the War De- 
partment to obtain by compulsion equip- 
ment, supplies and materials vitally 
needed for national defense purposes is 
limited to those procured, processed or 
manufactured for export and denied ex- 
port. Broader authority is deemed es- 
sential.” 

The text of the bill follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, that, during any 
period of national emergency proclaimed by 


the President, the President is authorized, 
when he deems it in the interest of national 
defense, (a) to requisition and take over, 


either temporarily or permanently, property 
of any kind or character, whether real or 
personal, tangible or intangible, or any part 
thereof, or any right or interest therein or 
with respect thereto, whether by virtue of 
contract, patent, license or otherwise, which 
itself or through its exercise or control can 
be used or is adapt*ble for use directly or 
indirectly in any way for national defense 
or in the construction, manufacture, produc- 
tion, transportation, repair, testing or storage 
of military or naval supplies or other ar- 
ticles, commodities, materials, machinery or 
equipment for national defense, and (b) to use 
and, on such terms as he shall deem satisfac 
tory, to sell or otherwise dispose of, either 
temporarily or permanently, any property, 
right or interest requisitioned or taken over 
pursuant to the provision of this act. 

Section 2—Whenever the President shall re 
quisition and take over any property pursuant 
to the provisions of this act, the person or 
persons having right, title or interest therein 
shall be paid as compensation therefor such 
sum as the President shall determine to be 
fair and just, 

If any such person or persons entitled to 
receive it are unwilling to accept as full and 
complete compensation for such property the 
sum so determined by the President, such 
person or persons shall be paid 75 per centum 
of the sum so determined by the President 
and shall be entitled to sue the United States 
for such additional sum as when added to 
the sum already received shall be determined 
as fair and just compensation for such prop- 
erty in the manner provided for by Section 
24, paragraph 20, and Section 145 of the 
Judicial Code (U. 8S. Code, Title 28, Section 
41, paragraph 20, and Section 250), but no 
recovery shall be allowed against the United 
States in any such action unless the action 
be brought within two years after the date 
on which notice shall have been given of the 
determination by the President of the amount 
to be paid as compensation. 

Section 3—Appropriations available for the 
acquisition of property for national defense 
purposes shall be available for the acquisi- 
tion of such property under the provisions of 
this act; and any moneys received by the 
United States as the proceeds of any dis 
position of any property sold or disposed of 
pursuant hereto shall be deposited to the 
credit of the current appropriations corre- 
sponding to that out of which was paid the 
cost to the United States of the property thus 
disposed of, and the same shall immediately 
become available for expenditure during the 
fiscal year in which the disposition was ef- 
fected and the fiscal year next following for 
the purposes named in such current appro- 
riation. 

Section 4—The President may, from time 
to time, promulgate such rules and regula- 
tions and is empowered to require such in- 





formation as may be necessary and proper t 
carry out any of the provisions of thig ag 
and he may exercise any power or authority 
conferred on him by this act through gy, 
department, agency, board or officer ag jy 
shall direct or appoint, 

Section 5—The provisions of this act shall 
be effective notwithstanding the provisiong g 
any other act, provided, however, that this 
act shall not be construed as repealing, alte 
ing or amending any provisions of acts gy 
thorizing the acquisition of property by th 
United States, but shall be construed and eo, 
sidered as an additional grant of authority

Pilot Training for British 

Approximately 550 British youths were 
scheduled to begin flight training in the 
United States today as the War Depart 
ment began a program designed to train 
8,000 Britons as pilots and navigators 
each year. Only three days ago, Secre 
tary of the Navy Knox revealed that the 
Navy has offered pilot-training facilities 
of that Service to Britain for the instrue 
tion of as many as 3,000 pilots a year, No 
decision has yet been made on the offer, 
he said. 

The first contingent of Britons to be 
gin training under Army auspices will be 
followed by other groups of students at 
intervals of about five weeks. The course 
of instruction will be 30 weeks for pilots 
taught under the course of instruction 
prescribed for flying cadets of the United 
States Army Air Corps; twenty weeks 
duration for those taught under Royal 
Air Force course of instruction; and no 
specified time for the instruction for 
navigators. 

All students arriving in this country 
will receive eight weeks of preliminary 
training in initial training schools of the 
R.A.F. However, further preliminary 
training will be given in seven civilian 
schools. All basic and advanced flying 
instruction will be in service schools con 
ducted by the Air Corps. 

Of the 8,000 students, 4,000 will receive 
the same course of instruction given lt 
American ijighter and bomber pilots, At- 
other 3,000 cadets will be given special 
fighter-pilot training under a_ British 
course of instruction and the remaining 
1,000 will specialize in aerial navigation. 
Officers of the RAF will be assigned to 
each of the army and civilian schools for 
liaison purposes, 

During early stages of the project, 
United States Army Air Corps students 
will be in training in the same schools a 
the British cadets. Eventually, howevet, 
as new schools are provided under the 
Air Corps expansion program, the Amer 
ican students will be withdrawn and the 
civilian schools will be devoted entirely 
to training Britons, 

The list of civilian aviation schools 
scheduled to train British cadets Mr 
cludes: Alabama Institute of Aeronalr 
tics, Ine., Tuscaloosa ; Embry-Riddle Co, 
Arcadia, Fla.; Lincoln Flying School, 
Lakeland, Fla.; Darr Aero Tech., Ine, 
Albany, Ga.; Graham Aviation Company, 
Americus, Ga. ; Southern Aviation School, 
Camden, 8. C., and Chicago School of 
Aeronautics, Albany, Ga., and Lakeland, 
Fla. 

Army schools, where basic and ad- 
vanced courses will be given are located 
at Montgomery, Ala.; Selma, Ala.; 
Macon, Ga.; Albany, Ga.; and Shreve 
port, La.

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Army to Have “Flight Sergeants” 


president Roosevelt this week signed 
the bill authorizing the Secretary of War 
9 detail enlisted men in the Army for 
training and instruction as aviation stu- 
jents, in their respective grades. 

When they have completed their flight 
training, they will fly as non-commis- 
soned officers. And these enlisted avia- 
ton students will be issued $10,000 in 
government life insurance, the premium 
to be paid by the Government while they 
gre being trained, and by themselves 
afterward. 

Eventually 20 per cent of the Army 
\ir Corps pilot strength may be com- 
posed of men who have risen from the 
ranks to become non-commissioned ofli- 
ers. While all of the manifold details of 
electing, training and using these en- 
listed pilots have not been worked out, 
the War Department states that some of 
the probabilities are as follows: 
Applicants between the ages of 19 and 22 
years, inclusive, will be given preference, 
The physical standard required of all stu- 
dent pilots will not be lowered; it will be the 
same as that for flying cadets. 

Graduates of accredited secondary schools 
who have credits for at least 1% units of 
mathematics will be accepted for training 
without examination. ' 

A plan is being considered whereby, on 
completion of training as a student pilot, the 
high school graduate would be appointed as 
a Flight Sergeant, 3rd Class, ranking as a 
Staff Sergeant in the Army with pay of $108 
a month, while on flight duty. 

After completing a three-year enlistment, 
he would be appointed Flight Sergeant, 2nd 
Class, ranking as a Technical Sergeant in the

Army Aviation Cadet Corps 

President Roosevelt this week signed 
the bill creating the grade of Aviation 
Cadet in the Army Air Corps and putting 
Army flying cadets on a uniform pay and 
allowance basis with those of the U. 8. 
Navy and U. 8S. Marine Corps. The Secre- 
tary of War directed that flying cadets 
be placed immediately in the new cate- 
gory. 

A number of benefits will accrue to the 
Army’s flying cadets under the new legis- 
lation. Among these is the authorization 
of a $150 uniform allowance when the 
Aviation Cadet completes his training 
and is commissioned a Second Lieuten- 
ant in the Army Air Corps Reserve. 

The government will also pay $10,000 
life insurance policy premiums for Avia- 
tion Cadets whereas the student flyers 
formerly had to pay their own insurance 
premiums. After being commissioned, all 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps pilots are 
required to pay their own insurance 
premiums. 

Aviation Cadets are now entitled to an 
additional $500 bonus payment for each 
complete year or additional fraction of 
a year of active duty, whereas they for- 
merly were allowed a $500 bonus only 
after three years of continuous duty.

General Getty was born at Ft. Hamilton, 
N. Y., 17 Jan. 1855, the son of Maj. Gen, George 
W. Getty, a distinguished officer of the Mexi- 
can, Indian, and Civil Wars who was cited 
many times for gallantry in action. Like his 
father he attended the United States Military 
Academy at West Point, graduating in 1878. 

During many years of service in Texas, 
Colorado, Montana and the Dakotas when the 
Sioux Indians were on the warpath he par- 
ticipated in numerous engagements and 
skirmishes, including a fight with renegade 
Utes on 17 July 1884, while attached to Troop 
“RP” 6th Cavalry. 

During 1890 and 1891 he was with the 
Cheyenne Scouts and it was he who rode alone 
into the Red man’s country to recover the 
body of his closest friend, the valient Lieu- 
tenant Casey, after the latter had been killed, 

During the Spanish American War he par- 
ticipated in the battle of El Caney on 1 July 
1898, and in the siege of Santiago from 2 July 
to 17 Aug. He was awarded the Silver Star 
for gallantry in action during the former. 

Going to the Philippine Islands in 1900 he 
served in Manila, Boae, Marinduque, Catba- 
logan and Borongan, Samar. While at Boac 
he engaged in an expedition to the interior 
and one to the Northwest Coast, At Borongan 
he fought the insurgents during July and 
August, 1902, and engaged ‘in numerous expe- 
ditions to the north and west. 

He retired for age in 1919 after forty-one 
years of honorable and distinguished service, 

As Colonel of the 27th Infantry General 
Getty earned the undying love of many of the 
present senior Officers of the Army who were 
then his subordinates. Although so kind, 
courteous and considerate as to be affection- 
ately termed “Gentle Bob”, he was at the 
same time firm and just and most exacting In 
the soldierly and efficient performance of 
duty. 

To all who knew him well he represented 
the finest type of officer and gentleman, Ile 
was a soldier of the old school who lived 
up to the highest traditions of West Point, 
his alma mater, and of the service. 

General Getty is survived by his son, 
Mr. Robert Nelson Getty, jr., of Wilming- 
ton, N. C., four daughters, Mrs. James N. 
Peale, wife of Colonel Peale, Mrs, Eliza- 
beth Laurie True, Miss Eleanor Getty and 
Mrs. Karl Minnigerode, widow of Cap- 
tain Minnigerode, a brother, Mr. George 
Graham Getty of Silver Spring, Md., a 
sister, Mrs. M. G. Walsh of Washington, 
PD. C., two granddaughters, Miss Lucy 
Anne Minnigerode and Miss Margaret 
Colegate Getty, and three grandsons, Mr. 
Karl Minnigerode, Mr. John Marshall 
True, jr., son of Colonel True and Capt. 
Jumes N. Peale, jr., 11th Infantry. 

He was a member of the Aztec Club of

Prohibition in the Navy 

Taking an attitude similar to that ex- 
pressed by Secretary of War Stimson, the 
Navy Department this week informed the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee that 
it is opposed to legislation which would 
install prohibition against intoxicants in 
areas surrounding naval stations. Secre- 
tary Stimson also opposed prohibition for 
the Army in a letter to the committee 
which was published in the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL of 24 May. 

In his report on 8S. 860, Acting Secre- 
tary Forrestal said: 

“The first section of the bill prohibits the 
sale, supply, gift, or possession, other than 
for medicinal purposes, of alcoholic liquors 
within a reasonable distance of such reserva 
tions, the distance to be determined by the 
Secretary of War. Section 3 defines ‘military’ 
to include ‘naval’ and confers upon the Sec- 
retary of the Navy with respect to the Navy 
the same authority that is conferred upon 
the Secretary of War in connection with the 
Army. 

“The protection intended to be afforded by 
the first three sections of the bill is not be- 
lieved necessary in so far as the Navy is 
concerned, since existing regulations cover 
ing this subject appear to accomplish the 
purpose adequately. In this connection, at 
tention is invited to the fact that the sale to, 
and the use or possession of intoxicants by 
minors or recruits under training at naval 
training stations is prohibited, This ws *- 
complished by means of administrative action 
of the Secretary of the Navy. 

“Instead of having the beneficial effect ex 
pected, itis believed that a prohibition of the 








kind contemplated would tend to raise in 
normal, healthy young men an adventure 
seeking curiosity, which would more than 


offset any possible benefits. 

“The purpose of section 4 of the bill is to 
prohibit prostitution within a reasonable dis- 
tance of military and naval reservations, 

“The War and Navy Departments, the Fed 
eral Security Agency, and the various State 
Health Departments recently entered into an 
agreement respecting mensures for the con- 
trol of venereal diseases in areas where armed 
forces or national defense employees are con- 
centrated, A law embodying, in general, the 
provisions of section 4 would result in mak 
ing this agreement more effective. 

“The Navy Department on 10 March 1941, 
submitted to the Bureau of the Budget, its 
proposed report on the bill, TER 2475, which 
is similar to section 4 of the proposed legis- 
lation, The advice received in connection with 
that report indicates that enactment of See 
tion 4 of the bill under consideration would 
not be in conflict with the program of the 
President, if amended by inspiring a period 
after the word ‘Navy’ in line 11, page 4, and 
by deleting the remainder of the legislation 
contained in lines 11 to 17, inclusive, of the 
bill. 

“Tn accordance with the foregoing, the Navy 
Department recommends against the enact 
ment of sections 1, 2, and 3 of the bill S. 860. 
It favors the enactment of section 4, if 
amended as outlined in the preceding para 
graph.”

Operations 

During the Polish campaign the 
armored divisions were not held together 
and fought as a complete armored unit. 
(ne group of these divisions was used 
with the Silesian Army, another group 
with the army attacking from East Prus- 
da. The armored divisions were held in 
rear of the attacking armies and inserted 
after a break in the enemy front had been 
made by the army. The armored divi- 
sons were then utilized to exploit the 
initial success by disrupting and cutting 
into fragments the Polish armies. The 
wperations of these armored divisions in 
Poland were closely supported by attack 
and bombardment aviation, 

When the Germans began their cam- 
mignon the west front, May 10, we find 
an entirely different tactical employment 
of the German armored divisions. It is 
reasonable to assume that this change in 
their tactical employment was indicated 
by the experience gained in the Polish 
campaign. In the attack against the 
western front we find the armored divi- 
sions now, 12 to 14 in number, organized 
into corps and into an armored army. 
This army had no covering force other 
than the border guards, and that fur- 
nished by itself. This armored army 
made the strategic main effort of the Ger- 
man combat forces. From all indications, 
there was attached to this army motor- 
ed divisions which were used defen- 
sively to cover the flank of the armored 
amy, Which in its drive first rested on 
the Aisne, then the Aisne-Oise Canal, the 


Oise-Somme Canal, and finally on the 
Somme River. The right flank of the 


armored army was covered by the attack 
of the advancing German XII Army, and 
by means of other motorized divisions 
probably attached to the armored army. 

Later in the French campaign the arm- 
ored army was again used as an inde- 
pendent battle unit. On 10 June 1940, 


this armored army crossed the Aisne 
River from a small bridgehead estab- 
lished by the XII army, quickly de- 


stroyed the French IV Army, drove across 
the Langres Plateau, through Besancon, 
ind to the Swiss border. By this ma- 
heiver the entire Maginot line was cut 
of from remainder of France. 


Tactical Methods 

The important lesson in the French 
campaign is the use of an armored force 
#8 an independent army. This armored 
my, supported by combat aviation, 
made the main strategic and tactical ef- 
fort of the German field forces. Its at- 
lick Was made through an extremely 
rigged terrain zone, using only the com- 
bined arms of its component elements.

sions is based on fire and movement of 
the component armored units of the com- 
bined arms. This tactical action is not 
comparable to the cavalry charge as so 
many erroneously believe. It is the mu- 
tual use of armored and air fire power to 
assist and cover the movement of a ma- 
neuvering element. This German concept 
was not fully understood or accepted at 
the beginning of the present war by the 
French and British. It is at entire va- 
riance with the idea of independent tank 
or mechanized action and with the idea 


underlying the use of accompanying 
tanks, 
The success of the German armored 


tactics has as we know been great and 
has rendered obsolete the tactical proce- 
dures of World War 1. 

The great German victories in France 
and in the Balkans were won by offen- 
sive operations of armored armies sup- 
ported by combat aviation. Former de- 
fensive methods cannot be successfully 
used against these armored operations. 
Defense against such operations can be 
made only by armored units of equal or 
superior power. 

It is true that the organization of our 
armored division is very similar in prin- 
ciple to that of the German panzer divi- 
sion but it is not a question of us blindly 
following the latter. Rather it proves the 
soundness of our own development since 
the Germans in general followed the 
principles of our own mechanized cavalry 
organizations which existed prior to the 
development of the present German or- 
ganization. 

It is not desired to convey the idea 
that armored units will win a war by 
themselves. I do not believe that the 
swift successes of the German army in 
Holland, Belgium, and France were due 
to the action of any one particular branch 
of service. Rather, I believe that they 
were primarily due to the close coordina- 
tion and cooperation of the swift striking 
dive bombers with the powerful panzer 


divisions, closely supported by well 
trained highly mobile infantry forma- 


tions. 

However, much of the German success 
may be credited to the panzer divisions 
and it is not strange that the American 
public has shown an interest in this mod- 
ern type of ground warfare because we as 
a Nation have a natural aptitude for the 
manufacture and operation of automo 
tive equipment. So natural is this apti- 
tude that the great mass of our public 
has wondered that foreign powers appar- 
ently had passed us in the utilization of 
mechanization for combat purposes. 
That this condition existed is only due to 
the fact that peacetime appropriations 
for our Army would not permit the estab- 
lishment of an armored force of the mag- 
nitude employed by a nation committed 
to a period of rapid military expansion.

tively small number of Regular Army Re 
servists, and a gradually diminishing number 
of National Guard enlisted men. Any shortage 
from such sources will occasion an increase 
in the number of selective-service men. Of 
course, it is the earnest wish of the Depart 
ment to build up its force of 3-year Regulars. 
It is highly important that there be assigned 
to the Air Corps and Armored Force and other 
technical forces men whose service will not be 
terminating about the time they have at 
tained sufficient experience to be of real 
worth. The needs of the technical services run 
into very large figures. For instance, an aver 
age of 231,164 men will be employed with the 
Air Corps during 1942, and the strength of an 
Armored Force division is 12,700 officers and 
men, 
Armored Force 

The committee does not recommend an 
immediate expansion of the Armored 
Force to as complete an extent as may 
have been anticipated, the reason being, 
in the words of the report that “the kind 
quantity of equipment we should have and 
procurement priorities, are properly mat- 
ters for determination by military ex- 
perts, whom we must trust to proceed ac- 
cording to the Natoin’s best interests.” 
In accordance with this policy the virtual 
“blank check” authority to the Chief of 
Staff for enlargement in his discretion 
was granted. 

“Complete, or practically complete pro- 
vision, with the exception of essential 











items for combat maintenance, has been 
made for six armored divisions and a 
number of tank battalions and head- 
quarters units, and some headway has 
been made toward supplying the critical 
items for two more divisions,” the report 
adds. 

With respect to the training of Armored 
Force personnel, the report quotes the 
following statement from General Chaf- 
fee: 

“Highly skilled 
experts in large numbers are required to 
maintain the great amount of motor and 
radio equipment, Development of the poten- 
tialities of an armored unit is dependent in 
an unusual degree to the decentralization of 
command, operation, and maintenance to the 
enlisted man, coupled with his initiative, 
judgment, and degree of training to meet each 
situation, Experience has proved that it takes 
a minimum of 4 months to train an enlisted 
man to participate as a junior member of his 
team in field service, An additional 3 months’ 
instruction is required in the Armored Force 
School as the first step in qualifying numbers 
of these men as technical experts, Fifty per- 
cent of all enlisted men in an armored division 
are classified as occupational specialists, it 
is highly desirable that a greater percentage 
be so qualified to provide essential replace- 
ments. Many enlisted men now assigned to 
the armored force have not the capacity to 
assimilate the instruction given in the 
armored force school.” 


mechanical and technical 


Air Corps 

Total Air Corps appropriations amount 
to $4,341,735,322 which is approximately 
double the appropriation for 1941, The 
report says, however, that “well over 
$5,000,000,000 may be charged up to avia- 
tion, directly and indirectly,” including 
procurement of airplanes, accessories and 
spare parts, maintenance and operation, 
personnel costs, additional ground facili- 
ties and liquidation of previous con- 
tractual authority. 

Estimates for the Air Corps include $2,- 
648,182,056 for new aircraft, $42,573,200 
for experiments and research, $552,525,- 
761 for maintenance and operation, in- 
cluding departmental overhead, $1,201,- 
951,978 for liquidation of previous con- 
tractual authority, $750,000 for procure- 
ment of autogiros and $11,322 for main- 
tenance of Stewart Field, the latter two 
items representing an addition made by 
the committee over the Budget recom- 
mendations. The report makes the fol- 
lowing comment regarding the Air Corps 
items: 

“Of the amount for new aircraft, $2,506,- 
868,000 was proposed in a supplemental esti- 
mate presented on 27 May 1941 (HL. Doe. 225). 
This amount, the committee has been ad 
vised by the Under Secretary of War, Mr. 
Patterson, ‘will provide for all Army airplane 
requirements now contemplated and will, in 
addition, assure the maintenance of productive 
capacity to produce quantities and types of 
aireraft believed to be essential to the na 
tional defense.’ It will mean an addition of 
12,856 planes, of which roundly 10,000 will be 
of purely combat types. In conjunction with 
Navy procurements contemplated by the same 
submission, the additional program, in effect, 
looks to the availability, allowing for at- 
trition, of a force of not less than 50,000 air- 
planes, and of production facilities adequate 
to maintain in operation that number or more, 

“This additional amount fer planes occa- 
sions an added amount of $284,022,785 for Ord- 
nance and Signal Corps equipment, which 
has been included in the bill under the ap- 
propriate headings. 

“Estimates pending prior to the presenta- 
tion of the supplemental estimates in ques- 
tion include no provision for additional air- 
planes. They include an additional amount 
for planes previously appropriated for, both 
on hand and on order, Augmentation is con- 
fined to the procurement of 3,000 barrage bal- 
loons and accessory equipment, at a cost of 
$45,025,000. Provision is made under the 
Quartermaster for a barrage-balloon training 
center.” 





Military Training 

The report dwells briefly on the field 
exercise and maneuver training program 
scheduled for the summer and fall, and 
states: 

“The training programs of all of the ser- 
vice schools, save the War College, call for 
more students and more classes, and very large 
training courses are scheduled for pilots and 
Air Corps and armored force technicians, The 
20,000-pilot program, which has been already 
initiated, will entail the establishment of 20 
new fiving schools and 1 new gunnery school, 
in addition to expansion of facilities at 19 
flying schools and 2 gunnery schools. Loca- 
tions for new stations are presently under 
survey. 

“In addition to the foregoing, which is con- 
fined to the high spots of training activities, 





the following is quoted from General Mar- 
shall’s testimony in re schools for oflicer 
candidates: 

“Schools for officer candidates will be con- 
ducted during the fiseal year 1942. The initial 
school will open about 1 July with an enroll- 
ment of approximately 2,300, Other schools 
will be established as rapidly as facilities can 
be made available. The total enrollment for 
fiscal year 1942 is expected to approximate 
10,000, Candidates will be selected from war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the Army of 


the United States who have completed a 
minimum of 6 months’ service, No formal 
educational qualifications will be required 


Selection will be based primarily on demon- 
strated qualities of leadership.’ 

“According to the Chief of Staff, some 20,000 
enlisted men are prevented from training with 
their units because of the demand for ser- 
vices of a housekeeping or nonmilitary char- 
acter, It certainly was not the intention of 
the Congress that National Guard enlisted 
men and selective trainees should spend their 
year of active duty in performing work in 
various housekeeping categories, but rather 
to devote their maximum time and effort to 
intensive military training, The number in- 
volved is the equivalent of about three in- 
fantry divisions, and in using them in non- 
military assignments we diminish by just the 
number so employed the number of highly 
trained men who would be available to facili- 
tate the hurried organization and training of 
large numbers of men should an appreciable 
expansion become necessary, 

“For a partial correction of this state of 
affairs, the Budget includes $14,647,000 for 
the employment of 10,000 civilians. The com- 
mittee is proposing to increase the number 
to 30,000, at an additional cost of $29,203,000,

an “unlimited national emergency,” the 
War Department, at the instance of the 
President, sent to Congress the draft of 
a bill empowering him to purchase any 
property, tangible or intangible, at a just 
compensation, which he may regard as 
essential for Defense, and to sell or give 
it away as he may deem advisable. This 
measure was @ necessary weapon for Gov- 
ernment exercise of power under the new 
state imposed upon the country. From 
the business point of view, that state 
enables the President to do whatever he 
considers desirable to obtain maximum 
producticn, While there are numerous 
statutes under which the President might 
act so as to produce this result, the dan- 
ger that court proceedings would be in- 
stituted, moved him to ask Congress for 
authority under which he could take and 
operate any plants, or facilities, that 
were either recalcitrant, or inoperable, 
because of labor disputes. While there is 
some criticism of the proposal in Con- 
gress, there is little doubt that with some 
amendments, it will be enacted, So far 
as business is concerned, it must recog- 
nize that during the period of the Emer- 
gency it will be operating under poten- 
tial government supervision, and, even 
government operation and control of 
some factories, The machine tool indus- 
try, certain stocks of raw and manufac- 
tured materials, including aluminum, 
and licenses owned by the German Gov- 
ernment or held by its nationals, par- 
ticularly are mentioned to justify the 
proposed enactment. Others needed for 
defense will be acquired should the need 
arise. It is argued that the President 
is seeking to impose socialism on the 
country, but it must not be forgotten that 
the American people are overwhelming- 
ly dedicated to the principle of private

edict, it is expected he will further act 
so us to prevent stoppage of work by 
labor disputes. The authority of the De- 
fense Mediation Board has been flouted 
by the CIO West Coast Lumber Workers 
and by the AFL and CIO unions in the 
San Francisco Shipbuilding area. On 
the House calendar is a rule for con- 
sideration of the Vinson bill. Action upon 
the rule has been deferred in the hope 
that the mediatory machinery available 
would prove workable and that addi- 
tional legislation would not be necessary. 
However, the situation has become such 
that to obtain maximum production, 
strikes must be prevented. So the pros- 
pect is that the corrolary of the seizure 
of private property bill will be the Vin- 
son measure, which provides for a cool- 
ing off period during which negotiations 
will occur and the plant affected continue 
operating. 

Because of the need of oil and gasoline 
for defense production, the President this 
week named Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes as Petroleum Coordinator for Na- 
tional Defense. In this capacity he will 
recommend action on the transportation, 
production, utilization and conservation 
of these fuels, As a result of our diversion 
of tankers for British supply, there is 
talk of “gasolineless” Sundays, and na- 
tional and daylight saving. To alleviate 
the shortage for civilian requirements, 
defense officials have decided on a bil- 
lion dollar program to expand the Na- 
tion’s steel capacity by 10,000,000 tons a 
year. 

The additional demands for appropria- 
tions to meet the Government’s expense 
is responsible for the abandonment by 
Secretary Morgenthau of his plan to de- 
fray the Emergency costs by one third 
of tax revenues and two-thirds of bor- 
rowings. It is his view that the credit 
of the Government, in spite of the exist- 
ing huge national debt, is so sound that 
whatever funds are needed can be raised 
without danger to our financial structure. 
Therefore, it has been decided to confine 
the new taxes being devised by the House 
Ways and Means Committee to the origi- 
nal $3.5 billion program, The first de- 
cision taken by the Committee rejects 
the Morgenthau plan to base excess 
profits on invested capital only, and con- 
tinues the present optional plan of com- 
puting excess profits taxes, with such re- 
visions as the Committee may deem it de- 
sirable to make. 


Merchant Marine 

Twenty-eight merchant vessels, in- 
cluding the four “queens” of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine, have been ac 
quired by the Maritime Commission for 
transfer to the Army and the Navy. The 
Navy will get 21 vessels, including the 
26,482-ton America and the 24,289-ton 
ships, Washington and Manhattan. The 
Army will get the President Coolidge and 
six other ships. 

At the same time the Maritime Com- 
mission announced two other steps to re- 
adjust shipping to war conditions. The 
commission’s division of emergency ship- 
ping has arranged with the British Sup- 
ply Council for North America to handle 
with American vessels all British ship- 
ping services from Canada and _ the 
United States to Australia and New Zea- 
land, thus releasing a dozen vessels for 
direct service to the British Isles. This 
move is expected to be followed shortly 
by other assumptions of British shipping 
services. A little earlier the commission 
called a meeting of owners and operators 
of all vessels engaged in Atlantic and 
Gulf coastwise trades for 4 June, to dis- 
cuss what tonnage now engaged in those 
trades is suitable for transfer to other 
activities to make tonnage available for 
national defense purposes. The tonnage 
thus freed could among other things be 
employed in carriage of strategic com- 
modities in nearby and long-voyage 
trades.

Study Subsidy Payments 

The Maritime Commission has notified 
all operators of subsidized vessels in 
foreign trade that the Commission in- 
tends to review their subsidy percentages 
in the light of present shipping condi- 
tions. Those disadvantages normally ex- 
perienced by American flag operators 
with respect to wages and other operat- 
ing expenses in competition with other 
nationals whose costs are appreciably 
lower do not appear, in many instances, 
to be present today. Surplus cargoes and 
heavy demand for space have resulted in 
substantially reduced competition, the 
commission said a reexamination of the 
competitive situation is being made for 
the purpose of determining the need for 
Government aid, if any, during the period 
that current conditions prevail. It is pro- 
posed to expedite the matter to an im- 
mediate conclusion. 


Commissioner Leaves 

John J. Dempsey, member of the Mari- 
time Commission and former representa- 
tive from New Mexico, has now been 
nominated for appointment as Under 
Secretary of the Interior. It has not been 
indice: ted who will succeed Mr. Dempsey 
on the five-man commission. 

Three additional assistant directors of 
the division of emergency shipping have 
been added to coordinate shipping opera- 
tions in as many fields, under general 
supervision of division director H. Har- 
ris Robson. 

Mr. Archie FE. King, vice president of 
the Isthmian Steamship Company, will 
be assistant director for special services 
to Africa, the Red Sea and India. Mr. 
M. W. Bowen, foreign trade executive of 
Socony-Vacuum Oil Company, will be as- 
sistant director for Tanker operations. 
Mr. Ralph Keating, Vice President and 
General Manager of Refrigerated Steam- 
ship Line, will be assistant director for 
the ship pool.

“The barrage-balloon training center is as- 
sclated with an Air Corps project for the 
procurement of 3,000 barrage balloons and ac- 
cessories, The permanent location of the train- 
ing center has not been determined. Until a 
site appropriately located away from paths 
frequented by airplanes has been selected, 
training will be conducted at Camp Davis, 
Ec 

“To meet probably the greatest need of 
the various camps, cantonments, and replace- 
ment centers, is the project for the provision 
of roads, walks, and parking areas. This ex- 
tends also to certain permanent posts; par- 
tieularly harbor defense stations. A erying 
need exists for improved surfacing of interior 
rads. Access roads to training areas already 
have been provided for and access roads from 
camps to arterial highways are being pro- 
vided in cooperation with the Public Roads 
Administration of the Federal Works Agency. 
This is both a health measure and one in the 
interest of preserving costly wheeled equip- 
ment, 

“There are two other projects of special in- 
terest to trainees included in the amount 
added by the committee. One looks to the 
provision of minor facilities in living quarters 
for the comfort and convenience of occupants, 
ind the other to the provision of recreation 
‘reas in the vicinity of seashore and inland 
resorts, It is the plan to construet tent eamps 
in *”0-man units, to be operated by the soldier 
pensonnel with officers and a medical detach 
ment on duty.”

Department. An additional $2,776,500 if 
provided for repairs and improvements 
of ordnance establishments and arsenals 
and $33,000 for repairing Rock Island 
bridges and viaduct. This appropriation 
covers the Armored Force mentioned 
above. 





West Pointers Visit Camp Dix

Along with memories of four years of 
intensive work, this year’s West Point 
graduating class took with it the recol 
lection of an instructive and pleasant 
training trip with the 44th Division at 
Camp Dix, N. J., in the latter part of 
May. 

A departure in the regular training 
curriculum of the Cadets, the trip proved 
such a success that Brig. Gen, Robert L. 
Kichelberger, Superintendent of — the 
Military Academy, stated that an effort 
would be made to arrange similar trips 
for future classes. 

During the three days that the West 
Pointers spent at the New Jersey train 
ing center, they witnessed division ma 
neuvers. In compliance with a request by 
General Eichelberger, General Powell, 
44th Division commander, assigned most 
of the Cadets to tasks normally per 
formed by second lieutenants.

One cadet officer, who, because of his 
rank was privileged to view almost every 
phase of the war games, stated that he 
and his classmates were especially im 
pressed with the manner with which the 
men of the 44th Division, as well as the 
Reserve Officers and selectees, “took any 
job that was pitched at them.” “The 
whole thing was very impressive and in 
structive,” he said, “especially when you 
consider that these soldiers had been on 
active duty for less than eight months. 
We enjoyed every minute of our stay at 
Dix and all of us hated to leave.”

Reserve Officers Convention 

The three day meeting of the 19th An 
nual Convention of the Reserve Officers 
Association of the United States held in 
New Orleans ended on 28 May with elec 
tion of officers and adoption of resolu 
tions to pledge full support to President 
Roosevelt in his efforts to protect the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Lt. Col. James P. Hollers, Dent-Res., of 
San Antonio, Tex., was reelected national 
president. Lt. Col. Edward W. Smith, FA 
Res,.. of Atlanta, was named senior vice 
president. Other national officers elected 
included: Col. Warren BE. Pugh, Inf.-Res., 
Chieago, Til, vice president; Capt. 
Charles H. Renfro, Eng.-Res., Allentown, 
Pa., vice-president: Cant. J. Miles Pound, 
JAG-NRes., Louisville, Ky., vice-president ; 
Lt. Col. Ralph C. Bishop, FA-Res., Wash 
ington. TD. C., treasurer; Lt. Col. Robert 
A. MeMillan, Inf.-Res., Los Angeles, 
Calif., judge advocate: Col. James T. Me 
Nary, Inact.-Res., New York, N. Y.,. his 
torian: Lt. Col. Tennyson T. Harris, Med. 
Res., Omaha, Neb., surgeon: and Capt. 
Emil Bauman, Ch.-Res., Dayton, Ohio, 
chaplain. 

During the three day conference, the 
delegates adopted 36 resolutions which 
were winnowed from more than 135 that 
poured into the resolution committee. 
Among those adopted were: 

Recommending to the War Department 
“that sufficient number of special sehools for 
officers of the combat arms be established at 
the earliest practicable date and be made 
available to officers, principally of company 
grade.” 

Reeulring every officer to 
final type physical examination “as soon as 
practicable, and thereafter, annually.” 

Recommending to the War Department 
“that officers training schools shall be made 
available only to selective service men in 
training and enlisted men of the Regular 
Army and National Guard, and that no ei 
villians be permitted under any circumstances 
to enter such schools.” 

Recommending — that Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps “be only temporarily sus 
pended, and that such camps be continued if, 
as and when training installations and per 
sonnel are available.” 

Demanding the adoption of a 
policy which will effectually prevent 
and lockouts in essential industries.” 

“Militantly reaffirming full support and 
loyalty to the commander-in-chief, the Presi 
dent of the United States.” 

“Wholeheartedly approving” President 
Roosevelt’s effort, “acting in concert and col 
laboration with Congress in protecting this 
Western Hemisphere, even to the point of 
seizing strategic areas that may be used as 
military or naval bases for this purpose.”

Ferry Command 

The Army Air Corps is in the process 
of organizing a Ferry Command which 
will fly airplanes, manufactured in the 
United States for the British government, 
from American aircraft plants to points 
of departures on the Atlantic coast for 
overseas destinations. 

This new command is a responsibility 
of the Chief of the Air Corps, Maj. Gen 
George H. Brett, who has placed immedi 
ate command of the new unit in Col. Rob 
ert Olds, AC, at present on duty in the 
Plans Division, Office Chief of Air Corps, 
Washington. I). C. Headquarters initially 
will be established in the Office Chief of 
Air Corps, Washington, D. C. 

Checking stations for pilots and main- 
tenance of equipment, will be installed on 
the transcontinental routes to be used. 
Two schools for junior pilots of our Air 
Corps are to be established at sites, not 
yet decided upon, for instruction in the 
operation of 2-engine and 4-engine air 
planes. 





Army Personnel Bills 

No action has been taken by the sub 
committee of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs headed by Representa 
tive Charles L. Faddis, Pa., on the bill H. 
R. 4779 providing pay of grade for tem 
porary promotions but backers of the 
measure are hopeful of getting it reported 
sometime this month. Although Mr. Fad 
dis has shown no sympathy for the bill 
it has been approved by the War Depart 
ment and the sponsor, Representative 
Overton Brooks, La., a member of the 
Military Affairs Committee, expressed 
hope this week that he could secure a 
favorable report. 

A possible attempt to link the Brooks 
pay bill with the Reserve promotion bill, 
H. R. 3962 introduced by Representative 
Paul J. Kilday, Texas, which the War 
Department opposes, has been intimated. 
Backers of this measure may have suf 
ficient votes in committee to block the pay 
bill and a “trade” is being discussed in 
which supporters of the two bills would 
combine their forces and report favor 
ably on both. 





Gen. Fuller Heads Leavenworth 
Brig. Gen. Horace H. Fuller has been 
assigned as Commandant of the Com 
mand and General Staff School at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans. General Fuller is at 
present on duty with the 3rd Division, 
Fort Lewis, Washington. In his new as 
signment he succeeds Brig. Gen. BE. L. 
Gruber, who died a few days ago. 





Army Arsenal Day 

Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of 
Ordnance, has designated 10 June as 
Army Arsenal day in “commemoration 
of the splendid spirit of cooperation 
among arsenal personnel and its unselfish 
devotion to duty over a long period of 
years.” 

Present plans include a coast-to-coast 
radio broadcast over the NBC and CBS 
networks 9:30 to 10 p. m., 10 June, in 
which commanding generals of the six 
manufacturing arsenals will review 
briefly the historical backgrounds of 
each.
